ANTI-SUFFRAGISTS ALSO ACTIVE 


New York, May 6)—[Special.}—“Al) they 
need,” observed one young-old man, and he 
voiced the sentiments of the big crowd that 
lined Fifth avenue this afternoon to 
America’s firet Big equal suffrage 
“all they need is @ parade of girls Mike that 
one at the head of the parade and they'll get 
my vote to vote” 

“That ons,“ was Mise Alberta Hin, tall, 
black eyed, dazzling in a white serge sult, re- 
Heved by a brilliant green eigrette on her 
white hat and her Votes for Women ” sash 
in the purple, white, and green of the 
Women’s Politica) union. 

Leading the parade with her were the 
Misses Inez Mimolland and Sarah MoPike 
with their big banner. One glance at that 
first three and even the scoffers, ifany of the 
thousands had come to scoff at the 8,000 
women marchers, began to warm up to ap- 
plause. 

Crowd Jeers Mere Men Marchers. 

One might see smiles here and there on the 
faces of the spectators, but the smiles were 
good natured. The only ders to be heard 
were handed levishiy when the eighty-nine 
mere men of the Men's League for Woman 
Suffrage hove into view. 

Thousands ot women joined in the big dem- 
onstration to ald the cause of suffrage and 

t. t nonaction by the legislature. 

Countless an ot other women stood 
along the line of march and cheered on their 
more militant sisters. 

And among the crowds leaflets issued by 
the New York state association opposed to 
woman suffrage were scattered by agents of 
the antis. Also there were in evidence sand- 
wich men placarded in black and red. Wom- 
en Do Not Want Votes.” Mrs. Arthur M. 
Dodge, president of the association of antis, 
had grasped the opportunity. 


Explorers and Homemakers in Line. 

In the parade itself, as suffragists, wefe 
women archittgts, typists, aviators, explor- 
ers, nurses, physicians, actresses, shirtwaist 
makers, cooks, painters, writers, chauffeurs 
sculptors, journalists, editors, milliners,: 
hairdressers, ‘‘ homemakers,” officeholders, 
librarians, laundresses, decorators, teachers, 
farmers, artists, models, even pilots with a 
steamboat painted on their banner. This list, 
too, includes only a few of the groups of wom- 
en and girls that filled Fifth avenue and 
marched along in perfect step to the music 
of many brase bands and a band of Scotch 
pipers. iy 

When the head of the procession—the 
chosen three making converts all along the 
line without once having to glance to right 
or left—reached Madison square, a glance up 
the avenue saw a pavement of banners, flags, 
and pennants all the way back to the north- 
ern horizon. From a good many points of 
view it was the best looking parade New 
York perhaps or any place ever has seen. 

„And not @ soul jeered us so far as I could 
hear or see, said Miss Eleanor Gardiner, 
who carried the banner for the division of 
literary women marshaled by Mrs. Ernest 
Thompson-Seton, in white, and Miss Sarah 
Splint, in black. Nobody laughed at all 
except when I was passing the point where 
members of my own family were ranged 
along the curb. They all gave me the ha ha.” 


Upton Sinclair Drops Out. 

But the Men's League or Woman Suffrege 
Upton Sinclair, for some reason or 
other, was able to, walk only a few blocks 
when he felt he comld stroll no further and 
dropped out. But as the parade moved 
further and further to the south more ané 
more men with pennants joined the original 
brave band of eighty-nine men and swelled 
the trousered company to more than 100. 

At Forty-seventh street a young man 
walked right out to the head of the column of 
men marchers, and,rplacing his wide spread 
finger tips lightly against his chest, his left 
arm at strained akimbo, addressed the men’s 
column in an artificial soprano. 

„ dee-Hy you!” he cried. 

The men marchers looked straight ahead 
solemnly, while the crowd laughed as a grin- 
ning policeman swirled the young man off the 
asphalt and on toward outer darkness, 

Hold up your skirts, girls. wae shot from 
the curb toward the eighty-nine bra ves. 

“You wont get any dinner unless you 
march all the wey, Vivian.“ hooted another.

But when the women were marching by 

the attitude of the onlookers was altogether 
different. The side lines were not particu- 
larly demonstrative at any time along the 
upper avenue, but hers and there biasts of 
hand clapping and sometimes cheers of ap- 
proval greeted the women marchers above 
the blare of brass. 
. When, however, the packed windows of 
the magazine and book publishing houses in 
lower Fifth avenue, Seventeenth street— 
where the parade turned eastward to Union 
square to wind up in a massmecting—and 
again in Union square, caught sight of the 
group of women headed by the Writers 
banner, the publishing houses let loosé. 

Down in that neighborhood also they sent 
down cheers from the sky scraper windows 
upon the devoted bends of the gighty-nine—

ON THEFT CHARGE 


Evanston Boy Who Ran Away 


with Aunt Ten Years Ago 
Lands in Chicago Cell. 


ROBS DEPARTMENT STORE 


Frank Ely Rogers, the Evanston youth 
who mysteriously disappeared ten years ago 
with his aunt, Miss Florence Ely, and whose 
whereabouts were a deep mystery for 
months, was arrested yesterday on a charge 
of obtaining goods from a State street store 
under false pretenses. 

Earl W. Morrison, a confederate of Rogers, 
also was arrested. Both were locked up at 
the Harrison street station. Later they were 
releasede om bonds furnished by Rogers’ 
father. 

Wearing apparel, valued at $40, which 
they had procured by representing them- 
selves as the sons of E. H. Brown, 209 South 
Central Park avenue,. was found by the po- 
lice at the McCormick Theological seminary. 


“Plant” Goods in Theological School. 
Morrison, who is a friend of Graham Ful- 
ler, a student at the MoOCormick inatitute, 
took the articles to the room of the young 
theologian, and “ planted them. 

Mr. Fuller was not there at the time, having 
heft for Hammond, Ind., where he preaches 
today. 

The disappearance of Rogers was one of the 
most celebrated cases of ita kind in local po- 
lice history. On July 4, 1901, when he was 18 


years old, his father, James C. Rogers, gave 


him a revolver with which to celebrate the 
nation’s birthday. The family resided at 
718 Hinman avenue, Evanston, at the time. 

Young Rogers came into the house where 
hie father was reading a paper and said: 

Close your eyes, Dad.“ 

The father did so and the boy hot at him 
with the new revolver. The bullet struck the 
father in the forehead, inflicting a wound 
thet was not dangerous. 


Disappears with His Aunt. 

A few days after the shooting incident the 
boy and his aunt, Miss Ely—his mother’s sis- 
ter—left Evanston together. The aunt was 
8T years old. She had reared the boy from 
babyhood, 

Nothing was ever heard of the couple for 
4 years. A large reward was offered by the 
father for the return of his son, and-the police 
of the entire country were on the lookout 
for the boy and his aunt. 

In March, 1905, the runaway lad returned 
to Chicago. He found employment as dish- 
washer in a cheap restaurant and slept ina 
10 cent lodging house. A week after his re- 
turn he succeeded in finding his parents who 
on account of the notoriety his disappearance 
had brought them caused their removal from 
Evanston. 

The family lived in Washington boulevard, 
and the story of the prodigal’e return came 
to light when he was recognized by a piay- 
mate as the long lost Ely Rogers. 


Welcomed Home by Parents. 

The boy was welcomed back home by his 
parents as one who had returned from the 
grave. Newepeper reporters were not per- 
mitted to eee him, and the story of his four 
years wandering never has been told in print 
The general impression has been that the 
youth and his aunt separated a few months 
before his return to Chicago. Where they 
had traveled or how they had lived never 
has been known except to the Rogers fam- 


fly. 

Mise Ny was in Chicagoa year or twoego, 
it was reported, but the father of Ely Rog- 
ers denied it. 

Now Student at Art Institute. 

Rogers, who now is 23 years old, is a stu- 
dent et the Art institute. He is studying 
architectural drawing. 


ter came to Chicago a year ago from Spokane, 
Wash. Mr. Fuller, in whose apartments the 
“ewag”™ was found, was a schoolmate of 
Morrison in Spokane. Morrison lives in ar

Rogers Tells of Theft. 

“I met Mr. Brown a short time ago,” said 
Rogers, “and learmed he had a charge ac- 
count at one of the big stores. Har! and I 
were getting ready to go to Spokane and we 
needed a lot of things, such as shirts, under- 
wear, pajamas, hosiery, neckties, and shoes. 

We went to the store this afternoon and 
used Mr. Brown’s name in making the pur- 
chases. Karl was carrying the bundle as we 
left the store. A detective arrested me, but 
Earl got away. I told tle detectives where 
they could find him There is nothing more 
to say.” 


STREET CAR KILLS A WOMAN 
COMING FROM HOUSE OF DEATH 


On Way Home from Dead Brother’s Late 
Residence, She Steps from One Ve- 
hicle Into Path of Another.

Commanders Rally Old Heroes 
in Attack on Horse Parade 
_and Sport Carnivals, 


WAR ULTIMATUM ISSUED. 


The Grand Army of the Republic again bas 
responded to the tocsin of war and is forming 
its lines of battle. The fiftieth anniversary of 
the opening of the civil war will be celebrated 
in Chicago by an engagement over Memorial 
day observance that is likely to be national in 
character. 

The battle cry now is “ Memorial day for 
the G. A. R. or without it,” and the once 
stanch lines of blue are reforming to destroy 
the advance of the Chicago Workhorse Pa- 
rade association and all kindred pursuits 
which have turmed Into a sporting holiday the 
day originally set apart to the memory of the 
fallen soldiers. 

The first shot fired in this new campaign of 
the G. A. R. was the recent passage of reso- 
lutions by Washington post No. 578 announ- 
cing its determination not to parade on May 
80 if a horse show should again be permitted 
to “ desecrate the day. 


Commanders Indorse Move. 

The Commanders’ association, representing 
the thirty-seven posts of Cook county, met 
yesterday afternoon at Memorial hall, 
aroused great enthusiasm for the crusade, 
and indorsed by the resolutions passed by 
Washington post. 

It was promised by their respective com- 
manders that the following posts this week 
would indorsé their action: Columbia No. 
706, U. & Grant No. 28, George H. Thomas 
No. 5, George G. Meade No. 444, George A. 
Custer No. 40, Gen. William EL Strong No. 
700, and Juflue White No. 740. Theseare the 
strongest posts in the Cook county organica- 
tion and their prospective action is regarded 
ag being for the G. A. R of Chicago and 
vicinity. 

The committee which has the arrangements 
of the Memorial day parade in charge was 
instructed to announce to the members of the 
south park board that if another permit wag 
issued for a procession on that day—horses 
or otherwise—the G. A. R. would not be seen 
on Michigan and Jackson boulevards, as the 
annual parade would be abandoned. 

This committee consists of Chief Marshal 
W. H. Bean, Adj. Gen. Henry V. Freeman, 
Marshall of the Veterans Division Lewis B. 
Ind, and Adj. Gen. James Emory. 


Would Stop Sport Carnivals 

Former Superior Judge Henry V. Freeman, 
who was introduced ae the probable next 
national commander of the G. A. R., made a 
speech denunciatory of the gradual elimine- 
tion of the sentiment which prompted the 
legalizing of Memorial day. 

“ The desecration of this sacred day should 
be stopped.“ he thundered, not only here 
but everywhere in this country. It iva day 
for the nation to mourn the men who <led@ to 
save the nation, and baseball, horse shows, 
and all such things should be stopped in 
the memory of * old soldiers now in their 
gTaves.” + 

This sentiment wae cheered and one oki 
comrade, minus, an arm, declared that “ if 
th. is the treatment we are to receive from 
the country we saved, then I, for one, am 
sorry I fought to save it.” 

Arthur Meeker, president of the Work- 
horse Parade association, came in for his 
share of the denunciation. He was charged 
with telling the G. A. R. committee which 
waited on him last year that although the 
parade could not be abandoned then, there 
would be no repetition. They understood 


that he proposed holding the second parade 
this year on Memorial day.

Judge Adelor J. Petit yesterday upheld the 
writ of habeas corpus by — of which Dd- 
ward Tilden, the packer, and G. M. Benedict 
and W. C. Cummings, officials of the Tilden 
banks, have been able to resist compliance 
with subpcenas iasued by the Helm investi- 
gating committee of the Illinols senate. 

In the lengthy opinion which embodies this 
decision the court even declares that the 
entire procedure by which the Dlinois senate 
seeks to disclose the men higher up lu the 
Lorimer bribery scandal is illegal and void. 

The decision was expected. Members of 
the legislature and citizens familiar with 
political conditions of Chicago were not sur- 
prised when they learned the nature of it. 
The only surprise they displayed was over 
the broad statement that the whole senate 
inquiry was illegal. 

On April 24, speaking before the Friendly 
Friends’ society folowing a dinner at the La 
Salle hotel, Judge Petit is credited with ex- 
pressions that are now being recalled. His 
hearers drew the impression from his re- 
marks that he had just been talking to Sen- 
ator Lorimer, that he was friendly to the 
blond senator, and that he did not sym- 
pathise with the effort that is being made to 
oust him from the United States senate. 

This wes before Judge Petit had been draws 
into the fight of Tilien to resist showing his 
books to the Helm committee. 


Still See. Hope for Inquiry 

By a good many people the opinion of the 
court which freed Tilden wes interpreted as 
meaning that the props had been kicked from 
under the Helm committee and that ite use 
fulmess was at an end.

The affair is one 
of so much tmportance to the senate asa body 
and the state of Lilinois that there will surely 
be an attempt to ascertain whereour jurisdic- 
tion ceases.” 

„The senate has a perfect right to tnvesti- 
gate the conduct of its members,” said Sena- 
tor W. H. Cornwell, Republican, from the 
Thirty-first district, “‘ and I do not understand 
Judge Petit’s restriction of ite power. What 
the senate wil] do about It depends altogether 
on the report the Helm committee will make.” 


Healy Waits for Helm Report. 

John J. Healy, chief counsel for the senate, 
sald that future action by the investigators 
could not be forecast until after the Helm 
committee had made its report. 

“The next step. Mr. Healy said, “1d a mat- 
ter for the senate, or at least the commit- 
tee, to determine.” 

Members of the Helm committee who were 
in the aity also were reticent. Senators Ette}- 
son and Hay met at luncheon at the La Salle 
hotel. Chairman Helm was not in the city. 

It fe considered probable that no steps win 
be taken toward mapping out further action 
until the meeting of the committee in Spring- 
geld next Tuesday. It was intimated that 
the committee at that time would carry the 
whole matter to the floor of the senate.

ELSIE PAROUBEK LOST 4 WEEKS: 
POLICE TO HUNT FOR DEAD BODY 


Twenty-five Gypsy Bands Searched by 
Detectives from Chicago and Else- 


where—Get Several Clews Daily. 


The beginning of the fifth week since Elsie 
Paroubek disappeared from her parents’ res- 
idence, 8225 South Albany avenue, was 
marked by two false clews as to her where- 
abouts.

Congress Fully Empowered to 
Compel Packer to Produce 
His Papers.

Washington, D. C., May 6.—[Special.)— 
The decision of Judge Petit in Chicago up-. 
holding Edward Tilden’s refusal to permit 
the Helm investigating committee to examine 
his books and papers will be an additional 
argument for the reopening of the Lorimer 
case by the United States senate. 

If anything were needed to force the in- 
quiry the Petit decision supplies it. H. now 
will de for the United States senate to con- 
sider the question of compelling Mr. Tilden 
to produce the documents in his possession. 

The senate committee which will make 
the Lorimer investigation first will consider 
the advisability of such action. If ft decides 
that in order to get at the bottom of the 
bribery scandal the Tilden papers are neces- 
sary it will go report to the sengte. If Mr. 
Tilden should continue to be ‘recalcitrant 
the senate will certify the fact that the 
packer is in contempt of a body of congress. 


Congress May Compel Production. 
The following sections of the revised stat- 

utes will be applicable: 

Every person who, having, been sum- 
moned as a witness by the authority of 
elther house of congress to give testi- 
mony or to produce papers upon any mat- 
ter under inquiry before elther house, or 
any committee of either house of con- 
gress, willfully makes default, or who 
having appeared, refuses to answer any 
question pertinent to the question under 
inquiry, sball be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a fine of not 
more than $1,000 nor less than $100, and 
imprisonment in a common jaijl not less 
than one month nor more than twelve 
months. 

No witness is privileged to refuse to 
testify qu any fact or to produce any 
paper respecting which he shall be exam- 
ined by either house of congress, or by 
any committee of either house, upon the 
ground that his testimony to such fact 
or his production of such paper may tend 
to disgrace him or otherwise render him 
infamous. | 

No testimony given by a witness before 
either house or before any committee of 
either house of congress shall be used as 
evidence in any criminal proceeding 
against him in any court, except in a 
prosecution for perjury committed in giv- 
ing such testimony. But an official paper 
er record produced by him is not within 
the said privilege. 

Whenever a witness, summoned as men- 
tioned in section 102, fails to testify, and 
the facts are reported to either house, 
the president of the senate or the speakr 
of the house, as the case may be, shall 
certify the fact upder seal of the senate 
or house to the district attorney for the 
District of Columbia, whose duty it shall 
be to bring the matter before the grand 
jury for action. 


Leaves No Loophole for Tilden. 

These laws are 80 direct and stringent there 
can be no escape for Mr. Tilden, so far as 
genatore are able to see. As to the federa) 
courts in the District of Columbia, there will 
be no reasons operating to cause them to fall 
to order the prosecution of Mr. Tilden or any 
one else refusing to supply the information 
which ig essential for the submission of an 
adequate report on the facts as to whether 
Lorimer was elected by bribery and corrup- 
tion. 

It will, of course, be for the committee 
whica makes the investigation to determine 
whether Mr. Tilden is justified in withhoiding 
his books. 

This is an additionab reason for the interest 
manifested in the decision of the federal sen- 
ate as to whether the committee created by 
the La Follette resolution shall make the in- 
quiry or whether the committee on privileges 
and elections shall be empowered to do so. 


-Lorimerites Busy Negotiating. 

There has been a great deal of negotlation 
on the part of the Lorimerites with the men 
who voted against the lllinoisan at the last 
session. They are willing to promise that the 
privileges and elections committee shall make 
an early inquiry if the La Follette proposal 
be voted down. 

The privileges and elections committee in- 
cludes nine members who voted to retain 
Lorimer, and the Lorimerites believe they 
will not care to stultify themselves. They 
may find themselves fooled as the OR se 
tion proceeds. 

However this may be, the La Follette com- 
mittee comprises only new senators who have 
not voted 6me way or the other. It would 
seem, in view of the fact that the senators 
will determine the fate of the Illinoisan, that 
the investigation should be made by men 
selected from among them. 


Delay for La Follette Resolution. 

It is mot probable that the La Follette reso- 
lution will be discussed in the senate until 
the latter part of the week. The matter isso 
important it is desirable that the entire mem- 
bership of the senate be present. 

Several senators are absent from the capi- 


tal, and until they return Mr. La Follette is 


expected to delay calling up his measure for 
action.

“Tt le my positive opinion that Lorimer 
owes his seat in the senate to coruption and 
that he not only was conscious of what was 
going on but that he directed it all,” said 
Mr, Bryan. “I frequentiy have expressed 
this opinion. 

“I think that his election was a diegrace 
to the state as far as a state can be Gisgracec 
by those who misrepresent it and that his - 
called vindication by the senate lowered the 
standard of that body in the eyes of the na- 
tion. 

“The only saving feature of the whole 
‘matter is that it may result in theelimination 
of a number of senators who voted to retein 
him. It seems likely that the Lorimer case 
will be reopened in the senate. I think thata 
majority of the present senate favors his 
expuision and that the new evidence ought to 
convince such of those who voted for him as 
are open to conviction.” 


Criticises Proposed Treaty. 

Mr. Bryan criticised the proposed treaty 
with Great Britain. 

“I read a few days ago what purported te 
be an authorized outline of the proposed 
treaty,” he said. “If the report correctly 
states its substance, it will prove a great dis- 
appointment to those whi are anxious to pro- 
mote peace. For it specifically excludes from 
arbitration subjects which affect the vital in- 
terests, the independence, and the honor of 
the contracting nations, as well as matters 
in which a tbird party is interested. 

“The phrase ‘ vita} interests’ and the 
word ‘honor’ are 60 ambiguous thag they 
can be stretched to cover almost any ques- 
‘tion about which a nation might desire to 
go to war. I had hoped that there would be a 
provision which would compel the submis- 
sion for investigation of ali questions of 
every nature not included among those 
which would be arbitrated. Compulsory in- 
vestigation before any declaration of war 
would be almost certain to prevent war.” 


Prefers Religion to Politics. 

Mr. Bryan delivered his lecture on “ The 
Prince of Peace at the Woodlawn Presby- 
terlan church, Kimbark avenue and Sixty- 
fourth street, last night. The auditorium of 
the church was packed. He sald that he

CHICAGO MAN TRAVELS FIVE 
TIMES DISTANCE TO MOON. 


Roland B. Partridge, 8S Years Old, 
Claims Record as Greatest Roamer 
Over the Face of the Globe. 


New York, May 6.—([Special }—Roland B. 
Partridge of Chicago, 838 years old, who ar- 
rived here today from Marseilles, thinks he 
is the greatest traveler in the world. He was 
a prosperous diamond merchant when his 
wife died, fifty years ago.

Five times that distance is 1,107,600 
miles. To travel that distance in fifty years 
would require him to cover a little more than 
sixty miles a day.

Deserts of Expensive Flats. 


PLAYGROUND PLEA IS A HIT. 


Wealthy People Take Gladly to Club 
Women’s Idea. 


Jes th’ bestest "—pat, pat—* mud tor 
pat, pat“ mud pies I ever saw!” 

The surface of a vacant lot on Irving Park 
boulevard, near Sheridan road. is several 
feet below the street level. The soll is mixed 
with clay and holds water well. Three little 
children, averaging 7 years old each, discov- 
ered a mud pie paradise when they toddled 
into it yesterday. 

The children were well dressed, bright 
eyed little youngsters. This clay hole is a 
sample of the playground afforded the chil- 
dren of well to do parents who live in the 
neighborhood. Lack of play room is re 
sponsible for a camapaign begun by members 
of the North Shore Country club. It is pro- 
posed to establish several play spots for 
the children of the rich who live in $100 flats. 

“Our plans are in a formative condition 
now and we do not know what we will do,” 
said Mrs. Alfred Hesendrup. “A meeting 
will be called some time next week for the 
purpose of organizing a playground commit- 
tee.” 

No Mud Holes Near Homes of Rich. 

One of the children in the Irving Park 
boulevard clayhole volunteered to lead an in- 
quirer to hishome. The apartments in which 
the mud pie boy lives rent for $80 to $100 a 
month. Not within three blocks was there 
a vacant lot of any sort except the clay hole 
where these children were found making 
mud pies. 

Children who ve along Sheridan road 
south of Irving Park boulevard are for- 
tunate. The lake shore is not out of reach, 
and yesterday hundreds of children were 
found playing in the sand along the lake 
south as far as Walton place. 

But north of Irving Park boulevard 
through the Wilson avenyve and Bdgewaier 
districts the expensive flats are multiplied 
and are many blocks removed from the lake, 
The play spaces are pitifully inadequate 
compared with the popuiation of children. 


Youngsters Dodge Automobiles. 

Little faces peered from the windows yes- 
terday in the districts where the only open 
Space is the street. Babies who do get any 
air in this neighborhood must remain in their 
carriages while norses push them about. 
Other children were getting what exercise 
they could out of roller skates and these 
crosse@ the Grive aware in danger from 
passing automobiles. 

Where Evanston avenue and Sheridan 
drive come together the site of a church 
offers a litte front yard and here the chil- 
dren congregate until their numbers make 
vigoroue play impossible. 

All over the north side district where stand 
many of the most expensive apartment bulld- 
ings in the city parents greeted with en- 
thustasm the suggestion for more play spots 
and prepared to lend whatever assistance 
they could when the movement is definitely 
under wey.

Here in the capita! it is thought to be bare- 
ly possible that Diag yet may avail himself 
of the opportunity to bring peace to his coun- 
try by giving in, but those who know the old 
man's personel character now say that hav- 
ing ignored Madero’s ultimatum he will not 
yield, and that until Gen. Bernardo Reyes ar- 
rives he himself will superintend the direction 
of the war.

According to this disFpatch President Taft 
had discussed at length the situation, saying

even the amount of the indemnity the United 
States would ask at the close of the war. 

This afternoon the New York newspaper 
telegraphed to this city a statement denying 
the publication or receipt of any such story. 
Although not true, the story has had its 
effect on the people, many of whom now be- 
lieve the end of independence is at hand. It 
is this feeling which may grow into more 
serious menace for Americans.

Washington D. C., May 6—(Special.)—It 
became known today that there is much f rie- 
tion in President Taft's cabinet over the 
manner in which the United States is dealing 
with the situation caused by the insurrection 
in Mexico. The state and war departments 
are said to b the storm center of the frouble. 

The affair has reached such a point that 
it was reported in many quarters tonight 
that it would not cause great surpise should 
Secretary of State Knox hand in his resig- 
nation in the near future. It is known that 
Mr. Knox feels hie department has not been 
considered frequently enough by the officlals 
of the war department in their handling of 
the case. 

The secretary ig said to be of the opinion 
that the army officers have beén given too 
free a hand and that not enough has been 
left to the diplomatic corps. The report that 
the troops were ordered south without con- 
sultation with Secretary Kuox carried with it 
the suggestion that this meident had served 
to increase the tensity of the situation in the 
state department. 


Deny Wood Urged Action. 

The administration was given cause for 
much chagrin from another source today. 
This was the report, printed in some sen- 
sational pa pers, to the effect that Gen.

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| Leonard Wood, chief of staff, at an informa! 
gathering of members of the house com- 
mittee on military affairs, expressed the 
Opinion that intervention in Mexico would 
be inevitable and that it would take 200,000 
American troops to patrol the troubled re- 
public, brought chagrin to administration 
circles. . 

Official denials were put forth from a num- 
ber of sources and care was taken to ex- 
press anew the administration's position 
that intervention isa most remote possibility. 
This hag been reported to have been the 
president’s position throughout Mexican 
troubles and again was generally accepted 
as such today. ‘ 

Members of congress were inclined to the 
belief that the reported utterances of Gen. 
Wood were to be taken as that officer’s per- 
sonal view that intervention was inevitable. 


See Peril in Reports, 

Gen. Wood himself and Secretary of War 
Dickinson were bitter in denouncing the cir- 
culation of stories of intervention at this 
time, declaring that they considered them 
calculated to work infinite mischief, to en- 
danger the Hves of Americans in Mexico by 
inflaming the natives to murderous assaults, 
and even to plunge the two countries into 
war. 

“It is like poisoning a wel,” said Gen. 
Wood Secretary Dickimson was even more 
emphatic. 

Through all of the conflicting reports as 
to the American attitude today there stood 
out the fact that intervention in Mexico can 
come only through the action of congress. 
This fact served to maintain placidity at 
the capital. Congress leaders, it can be said, 
are of the same opinion as the president as to 
intervention, and matters in Mexico would 
have to reach an extremely desperate stage 
before American troops were ordered across 
the border. 

Taft Firm in Position. 

The suspension of the armistice between

CANNON TALKS ON MEASURE. 


Declares Reciprocity Treaty Is De- 
manded Only by the Demagogues. 


Washington, D. C., May 6—W. J. Neid 
of Kentucky, a new Democratic member, 
began the debate on the free list bill in the 
house today by humorously chiding Minority 
Leader Mann. 

“I hope my speech will not worry the gen- 
thleman from Imola he said.

DATE OF INAUGURATION 
MAY BE CHANGED TO APRIL. 


Two-Thirds of Both Houses in Favor of 
Setting Day Which Will Give Bet- 
ter Weather.

HIS COLLEAGUES AT GAME 


Figures Just One More Inquisi- 
tion Would Make Little 
Difference.

Washington, D. C., May 6—(SpecialL}-A 
searching investigation of the American na- 
tonal game of baseball was demanded in the 
house of representatives today by Congress- 
man Rodenberg of East St. Louis, III. 

While some 360 members of the house were 
attending an exciting meeting of the Waseh- 
ington and Philadelphia teams of the Amer- 
loan league, and while seventeen disconeolate 
colleagues were detained on the floor of t | 
chamber debating the farmers’ free Hast tar 
“bill, Mr. Rodenberg. being one of those thus 
detained, arose, and, approaching the speak- 
ers rostrum, introduced his resolution of in- 
quiry. ? 

It was easy to guess from Mr. Rodenderg a 
stern demeanor that the wrath of the peoples 
representatives was being called down upon 
some institution charged with sapping the 
vigor of the nation. 

Resolution Goes Into Details. 

It was even 80, for the resolution, after a 
number of whereases, concluded thus: 

Whereas, All the people of the United 
States, without regard to race, national- 
ity, color, sex, or previous condition of 
servitude, are intensely interest in the 
national game known as baseball, and 

Whereas, Said national game of base- 
ball seems to be about the only matter of 
rational importance the investigation of 
which has not been provided for since 
t he convening of the sixty-second con- 
gress, therefore be it 

Resolved, That the committee on edu- 

cation is hereby required to inaugurate 
immediately a thorough and searching 
inquiry into the operation and manner of 
conducting said national game of base- 
ball and to ascertain specifically the bat- . 
ting averages, hits, errors, two baggers, 
home runs, assists, slides, strikeouts, 
forced runs, and single and double plays 
of each and every individual member of 
the American and National leagues and 
all minor leagues, including trolley 
leagues. 

In making this investigation the com- 
mittee shall have power to compel the 
attendance of witnesses, including um- 
pires, and to examine them without ad- 
minstering oaths, and said committee 10 
authorized to employ a competent stenog- 
rapher while conducting said examina- 
tions and to sit in the grandstand of the 
baseball park during sessions of the 
house. 

Just Another Investigation. 

The other whereases of the resolution re- 
cite that resolutions providing for thirty- 
two separate investigations of governmental] 
functions have been introduced in this com 
gress. All of these investigations have been 
proposed by the Democrats and all are aimed 
at the Republican administration. 

The committee on education was intrusted 
with the investigation in the resolution for 
the reason that this committee never does 
work and at one time existed principally for 
the purpose of relieving throats parched by

‘Aside from these matters of state policy | 
the appropriation bills apparently are in a 
hopeless condition of disagreement, and 
every one of the main omnibus measures wil! 
have to be pruned and battered into shape 
during the closing hoursof May 19. This has 
come to be the accustomed method of doing 
the financial business of the state in legis- 
lative circies. 

County local option, which was not a politi- 
cal issue in the last campaign, as such, and 
formed no part of the state administration 
program, went to its death long ago and has 
ceased to trouble the legislators for this ses- 
sion.

| WANT GRAGE IN NEW BRIDGES 


Art Leaders to Wage War for 
More Beauty in Structures. 


MAYOR WILL ACT SOON. 


Say Bascule and Swinging Types Can 
Be Attractive. 


An active campaign for architecturally 
beautiful bridges in place of the dilapidated 
structures soon to be replaced by the city 
wes ihaugurated yesterday. James Wilson 
Pattison, secretary of the Municipal Art 
league, and W. M. R. French, director of the 
Art institute, struck the first blowe on be- 
half of severa) organizations who will inter- 
est themselves in the matter. 

Interest manifested by Mayor Harrison 
and Commissioner of Pubilc Works McGann 
in the proposition and the prospect . of 
definite action towards the building of new 
bridges aroused the leaders of art circles 
to action. 


Plans for Four Ready. 

Recently the mayor determined that the 
bridge bullding for which $4,066,000 bonds 
were voted by the people at the April elec 
tion, should be begun at once and Commis- 
sioner McGann has checked up on the situe- 
tion with the idea of rushing the work to an 
early completion. 

Pians for four bridges are ready and the 
specifications for a fifth are almost completed. 
In this connection the problem with which 
the mayor and the commissioner of public 
worke are wresting is the Lake street bridge, 
which must be a double decker to carry 
the Lake street L' line as well as surface 
transportation. The mayor and the com- 
missioner favor a bridge at Lake street of the 
basctle type and within a few weeks, K is ex- 
pected, the engineers will be ready to report 
whether a span of that kind can be built op 
“double deck lines. 


Sees Need of Art. 

“The whole trouble with Chicago bridges. 

aid Mr. Pattison yesterday, “ie that they 
are all stock pieces of engineering. It never 
seemed to occur to anybody to omament 
them. A bridge which is at once sturdy 
and stanch and beautiful to boot is what we 
want here—something graceful in shape and 
form and which is as strong and useful as if 
built in the old methodical way. There ought 
to be some art deliberately thrust upon Chi- 
cago. 
Chicago can have fine bridges if she Wil 
pay for them. They’re expensive, we must 
admit, but they’re certainly worth while. 
One thing to which attention should be paid 
is the bridge approach. There is always in 
all bridge approaches a considerable patch of 
empty ground. It this is cared Sor with fine 
lampe it lende something to the whole bridge 
structure end makes an imposing and digni- 
fied piece of architecture out of what might 
before have been an ordinary bridge.” 


PICTURES BY WALTER GREAVES 
REVEAL THE-TRAGEDY OF ART. 
Obscure Painter at Age of 70 Displays 


Works Which Cause Disparaging Re- 
merks About Whistler. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.) 

LONDON, May 6-—A veritable tragedy of 
art is revealed by the exhibition at Goupil's 
galleries of paintings by Walter Greaves, who, 
although 70 years old, displays his works for 
the first time. All artistic London is eagerly 
discussing this question: 

“Was Greaves a pupil of James Abbott 
MacNeill Whistler, or was Whistler a pupil 
of Walter Greaves?” 

In the catalogue of the exhibition Greaves 
describes himself as a pupil of Whistler.” 
It in impossible to doubt that he worshiped 
Whistler as his god of art. He was under 
bond to him never to exhibit his work with- 
out proclaiming himself Whistler's pupil. 
But there are pictures of Cremorne, Batter- 
sea bridge, and other scenes on the Thames, 
painted by Greaves before he met Whistler, 
which bear a striking resemblance to Whis- 
tler’s nocturnes on the same subjects now 
in the Tate gallery. 

Piainity some of Greaves’ pictures show 
the hand of a master as origina! and decisive 
as Whistler himself, yet he has struggled 
through life in poverty and Obscurity. It 
seems amazing that Whistler never did any- 
thing to bring to him the fame which he must 
have known was his due. é 
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UNITED SOCIETIES 
HIT JOB SEEKERS 


Seek to Prevent Their Officials 
from Holding Appointive 
Political Positions. 


An Effort Will Be Made to Re- 
duce Executive Committee to 
Seventy-five Members. 


President Charles H Kellermann, Cyril R 
Jandus, and other officers of the United Bo- 
cleties for Local Self-Government will come 
under an indirect fire next Thursday when 
the executive board of that organization 
meets in its new headquarters, 112 North La 
Salle street, to make arrangements for the 
| annual convention of the societies on May 21 
in South Side Turner hall. State and Thirty- 
first streets. 

A proposed change in the constitution, by 
which officers of that body would be barred 
from holding public appointive offices, will 
de thrashed out, along with another amend- 
ment reducing the executive committes to 
seventy-five members by eliminating fifteen 
members at large and also some forty from 
“friendly newspapers,” each of which now 
enjoys the privilege of naming one member 
on the board. 

There is a strong sentiment for reducing 
the executive committee to seventy-five mem- 
bera, elected by the annual convention, and 
the passage of this emendment is predicted. 
Delegates of the northwest, west, and south 
sides already have met and declared in favor 
of the change. The north side will meet 
tomorrow evening in North Side Turner hall 
to consider this and other pepositions. 

North Side Starts Move. 

It is from the north side that has sprung 
the agitation to prevent officers of the United 
Societies accepting public office. The reso- 
jutton to accomplish this change Bas been 
championed by the Chicago Turngemeinde, 
largest and oldest of the Turner societies, 
with a membership of 800. 

In the mayoralty election that organization 
favored Charles E. Merriam for mayor, and 
its delegates opposed the indorsement of Car- 
ter H. Harrison, contending thet where both 
candidates were “right on the question of 
personal Uberty there should be no indorse- 
ment of one and rejection of the other. 

The Harrison indorsement was put through 
by President Kellermann and the Harrison 
Democratic section of the United Societies, 
Mr. Kellermann, who in the Democratic 
county primaries hed sent out 20,000 personel 
letters urging the support of John E. Owens 
for County judge, hed been appointed presi- 
dent of the election board by Judge Owens, 
who wes for Harrison. 

The present move to change the constitu- 
tion, therefore, grows out of the Harrison- 
Merriam fight and is directed principally at 
President Kellermann, who is a candidate 
for. reélection. It ia probable there will be 
a heated contest, although a similar proposi- 
tion was beaten in the convention of a year 

May Hit Jandus and Others. 

Whether the Chicago Turngemeinde reso- 
lution as drafted would apply to any one be- 
sides Mr. Kellermann is a question of con- 
struction. Are members of the executive, 
political action, and other committees of the 
United Societies officers? If so, then the 
resolution would strike also at former State 
Senator Jandus, who is chief clerk of the 
| Probate court; Nicholas Michels, recently 
appointed assistemt corporation counsel; 
Peter Ellert, committee clerk of the county 
board, and several others. 

Also the question will be raised why dis- 
criminate between the holders of appointive 
and elective public offices? It has been 
urged that the United Societies have been 
used as stepping stones to both classes of 
places. Secretary A. J. Cermak and Treas- 
urer Herman J. Bauler both ere aldermen.

CALLS LANGUAGE BIG FORGE 


Rev. J. C. Burrows Says Gaelic 
Will Be College Requirement. 


POINTS TO INDIVIDUALITY. 


Declares “Borrowed English ” Means 
Nothing te American. 


An amalgamation of different peoples 
speaking one language and of one spirit was 
a future picture of America that the Rev. 
J. C. Burrowes, president of St. Ignatius 
college, painted yesterday in speaking on 
“The Galle Movement in Ireland before 
the Irish Fellowship club at its weekly lunch- 
eon in the La Falle hotel. 

The speaker was illustrating the influence 
of a langue in the charactor and apirit of 
people. 

My idea," he said, is that it has a great 
deal to do as a constructive or destructive 
force. In what way can an American say 
English is my native tongue. To the Eng- 
lishmen it means everything. It speaks of 
hig hills, his rivers; it recalls the traditions 
of the race, their conflicts and triumphs, and 
inapire@ him to action. 

"To the American, although it is the 
tongue he speake, the English language con- 
veys nothing of this meaning, because he is 
apeaking a borrowed language all the time. 

Gaelic Language in Front. 

“Tt is the common understanding that the 
Gaelic language is a dead tongue, along with 
Latin and Greek. but this is notso. Gaelic 
is now being studied all over Ireland. In 
1018 K will be a necessary equipment for the 
University of Ireland. Never was there 
such an intense spirit in Ireland for what ig 
Irish as there is today. 

“ Restoration of Irish industries and Irish 
literature and art, eae well as the old time 
spirit of the people, are among the results 
already accomplished by the Gaelic move- 
ment. 

“In nearly all modern wars, no matter 
what the pretext, the object has invariably 
beén commercial gain. Ireland has suffered 
both from this and the glory of war that 
moved men to conquest in ancient times.” 

Here the speaker related instances of where 
the English has put a damper on Irish trade 
and industries in the earlier centuries by 
building a tariff barrier, but,“ he added, 
* judging from the spirit of the times, Eng- 
land has learned a lesson. 


Treland’s Hope in Agriculture. 

“The nation that depends entirely upon 
ita commerce cannot long exist. Agriculture 
must be depended on also. England has 
gradually converted its meadows into manu- 
facturing sites and now must secure most of 
its provisions from outside, which requires 
the maintenance of a great navy in order 
to prevent these sources of supplies from 
being cut off. 

It i¢@ but natural to believe that under 
these circumstances England will encour- 
age Ireland, Scotland, and Wales to develop 
their agricultural possibilities. This opens 
up a possibility for Ireland in the,raising of 
cattle and other products.“

Hearst-Harrison Forees Want 
Carrollton Congressman 
| as Leader. 


HURST BOOM SOON OVER. 


Former Rock Island Mayor Goes 
Back Home; Deneen Out of 
Senatorship ? 


Congressman Henry T. Rainey of Carroll- 
ton, III., had hie day in the loca) court of 
Democratic favor for the governorship yee- 
terday. 

In anticipation of a called meeting of the 
Hearst-Harrison committee of fifteen this 
week, an active agitation for Mr. Rainey wae 
started. . 

This sentiment was noted by former Mayor 
George W. McOaskrifi of Rock Island, who 
on Friday hed brought to Chicago for ex- 
hibition the gubernatorial boom of Elmer E. 
Hurst, but failed to excite the hoped for en- 
thusiasm among his old time friends of the 
Independence league. Accordingly, he packed 
big grip and returned home. a 

The qualifications of Congressman Rainey 
have been on the tongue tip of Chief Clerk 
W. H. Stuart of the election board for a full 
week. His persistence, owing to his Hearst 
connections, have attracted attention. Fur- 
ther significance was attached to his opinion 
by the knowledge that other members of the 
committee of fifteen than Mr. Stuart also 
bave been talging Rainey.” 


Harrison Keeps Own Counsel, 

* While I am a member of that committee.“ 
said Mayor Harrison, I am not the chair- 
man, and do not know what day we will 
meet. There has been some gossip regard- 
ing candidates, but I have no opinion to ex- 
press on the situation.” 

It is known that Mr. Stuart and AM. Bau- 
ler, who managed the Hearst-Harrison din- 
ner Thursday night, made exceptional ef- 
forts to bring Congressman Rainey here as 
a speaker, but to a shower of telegrame 
supplementing letters he replied that his 
work at Washington made his coming impos- 
sible. Not until the day before the ban- 
quet was hope of his attendance abandoned. 
Had he come the plan was to start a boom 
for him on that occasion. In spite of his 
absence Mr. Stuart and his other admirers 
assert he is a real candidate and will an- 
nounce himself soon—probably before an ad- 
journment of the special session of congress. 


State Senator Burton Considered. 

Other than Mr. Hurst and Congressman 
Rainey, the Hearst-Harrison wing is consid- 
ering State Senator Frank W. Burton of 
Carlinville, Representative George W. Eng- 
lish of Vienna, Judge Kimbrough of Dan- 
ville, former Congressman Ben Caldwell of 
Springfield, and Judge Owen P. Thompson 
of Jacksonville. The prevalent opinion is 
that a downstate man would make the best 
race against George W. Alschuler of Aurora 
or whomeoever the state Democratic or- 
ganization decides to back at the party pri- 
maries next April. 


COVERNORSHIP NOT WANTED 


Harrison Says It’s His Duty to 
Serve Chicago Four Years. 


LOWER MAY KEEP HIS PLACE 


No Choice for Building or Health Com- 
missioner Made. 


An emphatic intimation that he would not 
permit his name to be considered for the gu- 
bernatortal nomination until he has complet- 
ed his four year term as chief executive of the 
city wae dropped by Mayor Harrison yes- 
terday. 

“TI expect to be at this desk for the next 
four years,” he said in an Informal discus- 
sion in his office in the city hall. 

Does that mean you would not consider 
being a candidate for the governorship until 
the end of your mayoralty term?” he was 
asked.

The mayor stated that he had reached no 
decision in the problems of selecting a heakh 
commissioner and a building commissioner. 
He said his communications to the council 
tomorrow evening probably would not con- 
tain appointments to these places. It also is 
doubtful that a smoke inspector or a city 
electrician will be chosen before the meeting.

Seven Unvaccinated Persons De- 
velop Smallpox Disease. 


REPORTS ON WRAPPED LOAF. 


Kansas State Board Recommends It; 
How to Nurse Babies Told. 


During the week twenty-six cases of diph- 
theria were received at the contagious dis- 
ease hospital, twenty-eight discharged well, 
two died, and sixty-four remain under treat- 
ment. 

The isolation hospital received seven cases 
of smallpox, discharged five well, one died, 
and thirty-one remain under treatment. 

Of the seven sent to the hospital none had 
ever been vaccinated. 

The Kansas state board of health has re- 
cently made tests to ascertain correctness 
of the claims made by bakers that 
wrapped bread did not keep, soured sooner, 
got moldy, lost moisture, and, finally, cost 
too much. Summarizing, the report says: 

“We found that the loss in weight for 
the unwrepped loaf was about twiceas great 
as for the wrapped loaf; the acidity remained 
practicaily the same; the salability was in- 
creased and prolonged to twice the ordinary 
period.”

“A good part of the stock of the Radio 
Telephone and the Great Lakes companies 
has been sold, and we are going to ask the 
court to assess the stockholders for the com- 
panies’ liabilities. 

“It has appeared that the companies start- 
ed the same year as Jack Binns, the wireless 
hero of the steamer Republic, was in the pub- 
lic eye, and that he helped the organizers to 
sell their stock.“ 

Ald. Carl T. Murray, local counsel for the 
receiver, has not yet received word of the 
acceptance of the bond of the ancillary re- 
ceiver in the local court, and until that is 
accepted is unable to take active steps toward 
the safeguarding of the interests he repre- 
sents.

Secret Service Chief to Reorgan- 
ize Customs Special Agents. 


WORK COVERS WHOLE OF U. S. 


- 


Plan of Campaign Discussed at Con- 
ference Here. 


Plans for reorganizing the special agents’ 
department of the customs service were dis- 
cussed at a conference yesterday in which 
Chief John B. Wilkie of the United States 
secret service and customs officials partici- 
pated. 

Under the plan of Secretary of the Treasury 
33 Wilkie has been placed in charge 

of the special agents of the customs eervice. 
The letter stated that Secretary MacVeagh 
wishes to restore this department to its for- 


mer efficiency and had placed this work in bis 
hands. 


To Reorganize Whole Service. 

“Our plans of reorganization are under 
way,” said Wilkie. That does not apply 
only to Chicago, but to the entire service. 
My work is entirely administrative. The 
epeci@l agents are the eyes and the ears of 
the secretary. Through them the employés 
of the customs service are compelied to give 
a full dag’s service for a full day's pay, and 
where it is found that more men are employed 
than are actually needed there is a cutting 
down, 

“In this way the government is enabled 
to save thousands of doMars. We pick up 
$10,000 here and $16,000 there, and in the end 
it amounts to quite a large sum.” 


$200,000 in Duties Recovered. 
The government has recovered in duties 
and in promised compromises over $2.000.000 
since last November through the work of 
the special agents, 80 that they are really 
self-sustaining. 


CORONER IN PHILADELPHIA

Adolf Muhlmann, Formerly of the Met- 
ropolitan Opera Company, to Teach 
Here—Stransky to Wield Baton.

BERLIN, May 6.—Two men, well known in 
the German musical world, have just been 
engaged for prominent positions in the 
United States. José Stransky succeeds Gus- 
tave Mahler as conductor of the New York 
Philharmonic orchestra and Adolf Muhl- 
mann, the baritone, will henceforth head the 
vocal faculty of the Ziegfeld Musical college 
of Chicago. 

Stransky’s engagement, it is understood, Is 
only for next season, as Mahler's indisposi- 
tion will mot permit him to handle the baton 
for at least another year. He is one of the 
most talented of the younger school of Ger- 
man composers. In hie early forties he 
ranked as a musician of progressive ten- 
dencies. Before coming to Berlin three years 
ago he was at the head of the municipal opera 
at Hamburg.

Muhimann has sung in grand opera 
throughout the United: States ag a member 
of the Metropolitan forces for the last ten 
years.

Two more young American singers have 
been hired for stellar positions in German 
opera. Burton Pierson of Philadelphia, a 
baritone, has made a contract with the kal 
ser’s royal opera at Berlin, where he will 
undertake next season some work hitherto 
done by his compatriot, Putnam Griswold, 
who will soom make his Metropolitan debut 
at New York. Pierson prepared himself for 
opera under Griswold’s instruction. He isa 
graduate of the Annapolis naval academy. 

James Cuyler Black, a Texan, has been en- 
gaged for lighter Wagnerian roles at the 
royal opera at Wiesbaden, where he will 
shortly have a chamce to sing before the 
kaiser.

BOON FOR IDLE PEOPLE. 


Critics Say Plan Will Result in Heavy 
Tax Upon Wealthy. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND) 

LONDON, May 6.—It would seem tonight 
as if Chancellor Lloyd-George with his new 
scheme to tax the rich for the poor would 
compel all Britain to shout Kipling’s song of 
twelve years ago, for pay, pay, pay is what 
Britain must do if the chancellor's Socialist 
fantasy of sick and unemployed insurance 
goes on the statute books. 

It is too early yet without the text of the 
bili to analyze it in detail, but enough is 
known from Lloyd-George’s Thursday speech 
to say that the whole measure is summed 
up as follows: From him who hath, it 
shall be taken, and te him who hath not, & 
shall be overloaded.” 

To the onlooker the most amazing spectacle 
is the people's complacency, not to say their 
approval, of the whole propositions. Every- 
body seeme to favor the general plan, and 
the details only are criticised. No man, 
even among the conservatives, apparently 
bas the nerve or inclination to uprise and 
deciare that property and thrift have some 
rights for protection and to calla halt against 
this premium on idleness and irresponsibility. 
Apparently everybody is willing to pay. 


Many Opponents to Plan. 

This unanimity, however, is more apparent 
than it is real. The house of commons is 
unanimous, but, ae John Bright said, the 
house of commons never is unanimous ex- 
cept when it is wrong. The present unanim- 
ity is due to political expediency rather 
than to political economy. The beneficiaries 
under the bill are all powerful at the polis 
and the party politicians act accordingp?y.

Purely Ecclesiastical Dispute Is

PRIEST IS SUED FOR LIBEL. 


Complainant Is Jesuit Accused of Yio- 
lating the Confessional,

ROME, May 6.—A case has been started in 
the courts here which has no precedent iz the 
relation between church and state sinoe the 
fall of the pope's temporal power. It wa 
new episode m the struggre which goes on 
continually between the American Men- 
odists and the vatican. 

Last month a sensational! story appeared in 
the papers that a priest of Rome, Father 
Gustavo Verdesi, had suddenly declared he 
could no longer remain in the church at ter 
a violation of the secrecy of the confessional 
committed by Father Bricarelli. a Jesuit, 
who, he said, had revealed what Verdesi had 
told him under the seal of the confessional, 


Forced to Betray Friends. 

Father Verdesi stated that in the confes- 
gional he had told the Jesuit of attending 
some meetings of the modernists, for which 
he asked pardon. Father Bricarelll, using 
strong pressure and moral threats, urged 
Father Verdesi to give the names of other 
ecclesiastics who were present at the meet- 
ings. Verdesi at first refused, but later, after 
Bricarelli had shown him an order from the 
pope and promised that the whole affair 
would be kept secret, he gave way and men- 
tioned five of his best friends Shortly after- 
ward all these were deprived of their post- 
tions, punished, and some even sent away 
from Rome. 

Verdesi Quits the Church. 

verde ended his revelations by saying thig 
fact and the injury he had done his friends 
while he thought he was accomplishing hia 
conscientious duty, revolted him so much he 
could not remain a dey longer in the church 
which allowed such enormities, and he found 
assistance in the ever open doors of the 
American Methodists. 

Father Bricarelli, instead of appealing to 
the ecclesiastical tribune, has protested ener- 
getically against the assertions of Father 
Verde. and started against him in the Ital- 
fan courte a suit for libel and calumny, ask- 
ing the judge to investigate the case fully in 
order to collect evidence proving the absolute 
groundiessness of Verdesi’s statements, and 
condemn him according to the Italian law. 

Whatever the resuk of the case may be, 
ite importance lies in this new departure of 
the church allowing Bricarelli to go into the 
civil courts of Italy in a question of a purely 
interna) dispute, as there is no doubt the 
Jesuit father, before starting his sult, asked 
and obtained permission of the pope to do so.

insignificance before Chancellor Lore 

George's insurance scheme. 

The gigantic size, the daring conception and 
the thorough and exhaustive machinery of 
the scheme come with a crashing surprise 
even on a public prepared by preliminary 
announcements for weeks for the big pro- 
posal. : 

More remarkable even than the immenatty 
of the proposal is ite almost universal accept 
ance. Austen Chamberlain, speaking for the 
Tories, Redmond for the Irish, and Rameay 
Mac Donald for the Labor party, are equally 
ud in their praise; the insurance men and 
editors of all party organs, even the extreme 
Socialists, join in a chorus of praise, and for 
the moment the only reserve made is that the 
detalle shall require careful study before the 
scheme can be fully accepted. 


Step a Revolutionary One. 

Everybody recognizes this proposal as the 
most daring advance toward social revolu- 
tion and the recreation of all English Ute on 
an entirely new basis ever proposed or even 
suggested. As one journal puts it. Lioyd- 
George has out-Bismarcked Bismarck.” A 
moment of reaction may come later, but for 
the present Lioyd-George and his scheme 
mand out as the greatest things in English 
political Nfe today. 

Lioyd-George got through his speech, last- 
ing nearly two and one-half hours, well. 
Hie voice was rather low but audible and 
carefully nursed throughout the speech, but 
he looks still pale and worn, and, possibly, 


While resting his voice, he has overworked 


himself in perfecting his immense and dif 
ficult scheme. 

He certainly has lost a good deal of his 
restiess physical alertness, but his mind re- 
maing enormously active and daring, and 
inexhaustibly hopeful and self-confident. 


Veto Bill Debate Ending. 

Turning to other topics, the veto bill 10 
reaching the last stage of the discussion in 
the house of commons and as the end of the 
fight approaches the prospects for the meas- 
ure grow brighter. Though the filibuster- 
ing in which the struggle began did not en- 
tirely cease, it sank every hour to smaller 
size until in the end Asquith was able to make 
friendly deals with A. J. Balfour, opposition 
leader, which did away with the necessity of 
all night sittings. 

Balfour’s speeches, though uncompromis- 
ing on the surface, became milder in tone 
and even Lord Hugh Cecil, the most von- 
omous opponent of the bill and the most gar- 
rulous filibusterer, toned down and when the 
final debate on the committee bill approached 
the end a few jokes sent everybody into te 
and the stormy opening ended in a sunset of 
geniality and hearty good humor. 

Next week's fight will open with the long 
delayed guillotine closure and thus the bill 
will reach the house of lords in plenty of 
time to be disposed of before the coronation, 


Tory Change Causes Wonder. 

Speculation is rife for an explanation of 
the abrupt change ln the whole Tory attitude. 
Some suggest that a hint came from the 
king, others that the Tories at last recog~ 
nize the game is up and are thinking out some 
plan of decent retreat. 

The general expectation now is that the 
house of lords will accept a second reading 
of the bill and then proceed to introduce 
only one drastic amendment, which would 
compel Premier Asquith to have another 
general election before passing the home 
rule bill. 

This follows my aaticieetion all along that 
Balfour would try to concentrate on Ireland 
as the one issue that can reunite the scat- 
tered and broken party. The peers alse 
seem to think the king would not grant five 
hundred new peers to carry home rule and 
that Asquith may consent to some com- 
promise but each of these hopes is equally 
Asquith is bound by honor, as well ag his 
guarantees to follow Asquith’se advice and 
Asquith is bound dy honoh, as well as his 
dependence on the Irish vote, to stand by 
home rule. 

Everything goes well and the week winds 
up fitly with a reception to Jahn Redmond 
in Edinburgh so enthusiastic as to recall 
the old days and the similar reception te 
Gladstone and Parnell. 


New Honor for Churchill. 

One might have thought some time ago 
that Winston Churchill had exhausted the 
possibilities of surprise in his career. To 
have done all he had already done while still 
under 40 years—soldier, special correspond- 
ent, several wars, two several electiona, 
membership of one part and then of another, 
and to have reached to cabinet office while 
still what English parliamentarians consider 
a mere boy; to have done all this was to have 
already marked out his career as one of the 
most astounding in English political history, 

But he has now added another surprise; be 
has “led” the house of commons and he hag 
led it well. 

In this as in other epochs of his career 
Winston has been favored to some extent by 
good fortune. The leadership of the house 
of commons falls in direct descent according 
to what I may call hierarchical rules The 
first leader is, of course, the gentleman who 
is for the moment prime minister. Myr. Bal- 


foun, for instance, was leader of the house 
lop eeverai years before m became grime 


Z. *B 


minister; Lord Salisbury was his chief, but 
Lord Salisbury was in the house of lords 
and Mr. Balfour was the leading figure jn the 
house of commons and as such took the place 
of leader. He heid the place for years aft- 
erward when he had succeeded his uncle as 
prime minister. 


Chancellor in Second Place, 

The second command in any ministry is 
the gentleman who happens for the mo- 
ment to be chancellor of the exchequer. 
Thus when Campbell-Bannerman was prime 
minister aid Mr. Asquith was chancellor of 
the exchequer it was right of Mr. Asquith to 
lead the house of commons whenever Camp- 
bell-Banrerman was unable to do so. 

Campbell-Bannerman was ill several 
months, as everybody knows, before he died, 
and during these months Mr. Asquith was 
always in command of the house. This was 
one of the many reasons why Asquith’s suo- 
cession to the premiership became inevita- 
ble. Then when Asquith became prime min- 
ister and Lioyd-George was created chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, Lioyd-George took 
up the leadership of the house whenever As- 
quith was absent. 

It is open to some doubt which other cabi- 
net minister nas the third place in the hier- 
archy. The foreign secretary might claim 
it; the home secretary might claim it; even 
the secretary for.war might claim it. All 
the offices are what are called secretary- 
_ ships of state, and as such are entitled to 
equal rank In the first row of cabinet offices. 
2 assume that when a competition of this 
Kind arises it is largely decided by the per- 
nal characteristics of the rivals. 


Honor Refused by Grey. 

if Sir Edward Grey, who is now foreign 
gecretary. were a man to push his claims I 
have little doubt he might have demanded 
the third place in the hierarchy and in that 
way have been the third in succession to the 
Beagership of the house. 

But Sir Edward Grey, though one of the 
most powerful of the memoers of the gov- 
ernment, is one of the most reserved and 
self-obscured; he rarely is to be seen in the 
heuse of commons at all, in fact, never ex- 
cept. when he has to answer questions or de- 
fend votes or policies connected with his own 
department. No human being has ever 
known him to pay a visit to the smoke rooms 
or any of the other resorts where members 
meet together and forget political differ- 
moe over a cigar cr a whisky and soda. 

Like everybody else, Sir Edward Grey has 
to pass through the division lobby whenever 
@ division is called, but he rushes through 
it as if he were afraid of catching the plague 
And it might be said with some little exag- 
geration that he is scarcely known even by 
, Sight to the majority of the members of the 
‘present house of commons. 


Lloyd-George’s Illness Slight. 

The question of who should be third in the 
hierarchy became acute some weeks ago 
hen it became evident that Licyd-George 
had to step aside fer some time before his 
health would permit him once more to enter 
ite active political work.

He Is not the dis- 
agreeable or provocative or arrogant man 
that you would suspect from the violent at- 

* tacks made on him by the Tories, who have 
never forgiven him for leaving their party; 
but it would be ridiculous to present him as 
not pushful and energetic in his struggle for 
recognition and for high place. 

Winston has carried the veto bill and the 
proceedings through the stormy scenes with 
@ great deal of courage and coolness, and on 
the whole, good temper. Now and then he 

allows himself to be too easily provoked; for 
instance, one night he had a prolonged en- 
counter with Lord Winterton, whom a wiser 
and an older leader would have disdained to 
notice; and so annoyed was young Winston 
that bis face bad on it a heavy fush for some 
hours afterwards.

BACK T0 GERMANY 


New Laws of Vaterland Pro- 
vide Automatic’Restora- 
tion of Citizenship. 


MAY WORK IN TWO WAYS. 


Possible That Enforcement Will 
Work Hardship on Visitors 
to Old Home.

Every American citizen of German birth 
or of German parents or grandparents who 
were naturalized in the United Btates is 


necessarily interested in the bill about to de 


introduced in the reichstag at Berlin by the 
Pan-German league, jointly with the Aspo- 
ciation for the Preservation of German Ne 
tionality in Foreign Countries, 

This bill, which is understood to have the } 
strong backing not only of the imperial gov- 
ernment but also of the kaiser, provides that 
German citizenship will not be forfeited when 
a German becomes the subject of another 
conntry, although the German citizensbip 
wil) be suspended in relation to that country 
of which the German subject has become a 
citizen. That is to say, a German who has 


become a citizen of the United States will 


not be able to invoke the protection of the 
emperor's diplomatic or consular represen- 
tatives in America for any real or imaginary 
wrong which he may have suffered over here. 

The moment, however, that he returns to 
Germany his German citizenship will revive 
automatically, no matter how much he may 
have abjured his German allegiance when 
taking out his letters of naturalization here. 

With regard to the children and grandchil- 
dren of German men naturalized in America, 
they will receive a certificate of German 
citizenship on mere application without go- 
ing through the ordinary form of German 
naturalization, no matter how much they 
may have fulfilled their civic duties and ob- 


‘Mgations as American citizens and even 


though they are entirely ignorant of the Ger- 
man language. This rule also applies to 
German women who have wedded foreign- 
ers and who have lost their husbands, either 
through death or ypc baci 


Ot course this bill, Which ie certain to pase 
the reichstag and the federal council and 
to receive imperial sanction, has both its 
advantages and its disadvantages in the eyes 
of those whom it has in view. For a Ger- 
man who has come to this country in hie 
early youth, who has amassed wealth here, 
not as an alien but as an American citizen, 
and yet who yearns to spend the eventide of 
his life, and incidentally his riches, in the 
vaterland, it is pleasant to be able to do 
this without being subjected in Germany to 
the disabilities of a foreigner, or to have to 
go through all the tedious and troublesome 
procedure involved in the securing of Ger- 
man naturalization. 

On the other band, there are plenty of 
American-Germans who will wish, when 
visiting the land of their birth as American 
citizens, to remain such while on Teuton soil, 
and who win not relish the notion of being 
deprived automatically of their American 
citizenship in the eyes of the German author- 
ities. It must be borne in mind that thou- 
sands of German immigrants to this country 
have imbibed while here an aversion for all 
monarchical forms of governmett and a dis- 
taste for every Mind of authority.that lu not 
republican in its character. Germans s¥ch 
as these will not like the idea of becoming 
automatically subject to the kaiser, or to any 
ot the other sovereigns of the empire, if they 
happen te make a brief stay in Germany, 
either for the purpose of visiting relativesor 
some medicinal resort, such as Wiesbaden, 
Homburg, Kissingen, eto. 


~~ 

Moreover, if foreigners in Germany suffer 
certain llabilities, German citizenship carries 
with it a number of still more onerous obliga- 
tions. Many Teutons have emigrated to 
escane these obligations, and it wil be de- 
cidedly unpleasant for them to become auto- 
matically saddled therewith once more when 
visiting the vaterland, despite their citizen- 
ship of the United States. 

Herbert Spencer waxed eloquent concern- 
ing laws which had the diametrically oppo- 
site effect to that intended by their makers. 
It ie quite on the cards that this new legisla- 
tion devised by Germany for the purpose of 
luring back those of its citizens which it has 
lost by emigration may, on the contrary, 
have the result of keeping many more away 
than would be attracted. 

It must always be borne in mind that the 
German officials intrusted with the applica- 
tion of this projected law are likely to execute 
it in accordance with its letter rather than 
with its spirit and with more red tape and 
severity than tact and Wberality. That this is 


apt to occur har been shown time and again 


the unpleasant experiences suffered by 
American citizens of Teuton birth who had 
emigrated to this country without having 
fulfilled their obligations with regard to com- 
pulsory service in the German army or navy. 
Indeed, it is just a.question whether the new 
laws would not have the effect of setting at 
naught altogether the txisting treaties be- 
tween the United States and Germany, de- 
vised for the protection of naturalized citi- 
sens of the United States when visiting the 
land of their origin.

There are few matters about which a

greater amount of misapprehension prevails 
than naturalization, There are many, for 
instance, English ag well as Americans, who 
are Oirmly convinced that once an English- 
man always an Englishman,” and that no 
Briton ig ever considered by the British as 
having forfeited his nationality, no matter 
how much he may have renounced his al- 
legiance thereto and have accorded it by 
the most solemn oath to some foreign coun- 
try. This was true until 1870, prior to which 
year the ancient doctrine Nemo potest 
exuere patriam "—that allegiance was in- 
delible—prevailed throughout the British em- 


pire. 

But the naturalization lews enacted by 
parlſament in 1870 rendered it possible for 
British subjects to renounce their nationality 
and allegiance, England having followed in 
the matter the example of the United States, 
where in 1868 congress declared that the 
right of expatriation is a natural and inher- 
ent right of all people, indispensable to the 
enjoyment of the rights of life, liberty, and 
of the pursult of happiness,“ and one of 
“the fundamental principles of the repub- 
lic.” The question will naturally arise, bow 
this American statute (United States Revised 
Statutes, section 1999), or rather I should 
say the principles enunciated therein, will 
be compatible with the projected German 
legislation, which is designed to revive auto- 
matically and independently of their will the 
Teuton allegiance of American cliitizens of 
German birth, from the moment they set 
foot on German territory, 


— 

Tue British citizen who secures {etters of 
/ naturalization here in the United States, or 
elsewhere abroad, renouncing his Britiish 
allegiance, becomes, ipso facto, an allen, in 
the eyes of the English faw, and subjected 
to all the disabilities of an alien. Moreover, 
in order to recover his British citizenship, 
he must secure letters of English natural- 
ization and fulfill all the formalities and re- 
quirements in conpection with the bong and 
tedious process, just as if he were a foreigner 
by birth. 

In fact, there is only one advantage which 
he enjoys above the foreign born English 
citizen—namely: certain offices and digni- 
ties are open to bim. which are barred to 
British subjects of alien birth. Thus, ho one 
belonging to the latter category can be creat- 
ed peer of the realm, and it is for this reason 
that neither William Waldorf Astor nor his 
son, Waldorf, now member of parliament for 
Portsmouth, can ever hope to occupy « 
seat in the house of lords. 

On the other hand, the American born son 
of a British emigrant to this country, and 


his son in turn, retain the full rights of Brit- | 


ish citizenship, providing the allegiance to 
the English crown has not been abjured, no 
matter if the one or the other has never eet 
foot on British territory. It is by virtue of 
this, that W. Burdett-Coutta, who for over 
a quarter of a century has represented West- 
minster in the house of commons, and Ris 
brother, the late Sir Ashmead-Bartlett, al- 
though both were born in Brooklyn, N. 1. 
of a father born in New England ‘who had 
wpent his entire existence in America, were 
nevertheless able to enter parliament without 
English naturalization. For, it was argued 
that since their father’s father had been a 
British citizen, and since neither he nor 
their father had abjured British allegiance, 
they themselves were entitled by English law 
to be considered as full fledged British citi- 
sens, 


— 

It would take too much time and space 
to enumeratg here all the laws of Great 
Britain, of her self-governing colonies, and 
of other foreign countries on the subject of 
naturalization. One thing, however, may 
be said—namely: that the securing of nat- 
uralization abroad is attended by a far 
greater amount of difficulty than here in the 
United States. The requirements are much 
more severe and their fulfillment more 


In Great Britain, for instance, the grant of 
letters of naturalization is not left to mere 
commissioners, but ig determined by the 
secretary of state for the home department 
in person, who does not affix his signature 
to the certificate of naturalization until he 
is in possession of guarantees from thor- 
oughly responsible parties that the record 
of the candidate in the land of his birth 
is one that is entirely clean. In a number 
of European countries ten years’ residence 
is demanded before an application for nat- 


uralization can be considered. while in 
Switzerland citizenship of some Helvetian | 
city, town. or even village, which often can 


be obtained only by election, is one of the 
Qualifications demanded for citizenship of 
the republic. 

In this connection it may be stated that 
inquiries often are made as to the loss of 
citizenship by a woman through marriage 


to foreigners. It is generally accepted by | 


all civilized powers that a woman who weds 
an alien loses her own nationality and aoc- 
quires thereby that of her husband. It is 
on this ground that an American woman who 
weds a foreigner can only secure the disso- 
lution of her marriage from the tribunals of 
her husband’ s country, and that those of 
the land of her birth are incompetent to grant 


her relief, unless her husband happens to | 


have established his legal domicile in Amer- 


ica. 
Thus the divorce which Mrs. James Burke 


Roche, daughter of the late Frank Work 


of New York, obtained years ago here in 
the United States from her British husband 
has never been recognized by the English 
courts as valid. James Burke Roche was 
able, indeed, to secure judgment in London 
for damages from the publishers of English 
works of reference which had described him 
as a divorced man, the judges taking the 
ground that he was not divorced; and, since 
he is next heir to the honors and estates of 
his childless brother, Lord Fermoy, Mrs. 


Burke Roche, despite her American divorce, | 


will become a full fledged peeress of the 
English realm on the succession of James 
Burke Roche to the barony of Fermoy. 

An Englishwoman who weds a foreigner 
is held to recover her nationality if freed 
from her husband by death or divorce, and 
Germany. in her projected legisiation, pro- 
vides for a similar condition of affairs. But

Courts will be held at Buck- 
ingham palace on Tuesday and Wednesday, 
and on Friday the monarchs make a cere- 
monial public appearance, driving ‘to the 
Crystal palace to open the ayes of em- 
pire. 

The séason proper may es otert in 
earnest on Monday and colored toilets may 
be worn by ladies of the court from that day. 
There is, however, a likelihood that the queen 
will continue her mourning in private for 
Prince Francis of Teck until] the end of the 
present month, and should she select to wear 
black toilets forthcoming courts the 
Duchess of Devonshire as mistress of the 
robes and the Isdies in waiting are expected 
to appear in black also. 

Somber Garb Will Disappear. 

A certain number of the late king’s per- 
sonal friends who have worn half mourning 
for the last six months will no longer be 
obliged to wear complimentary mourning, 
and one now may look for brilliant toilets 
at the opera, balls theaters, and other as- 
sem blages. 

The corps diplomatique also will discard 
mourning, and this will make an apprecia- 
ble difference as regards the social gather- 
ings. 

The imminence of the coronation is brought 
home to Londoners by the transformation 
that is going on in the streets. Wooden walls 
everywhere are in erection, and Parliament 
square is a waste oovered with boardings 
and timber stacks, which will materialize in 
time into grand stands. 

Cromwell and King James Hidden. 

The framework of the stands is already 
growing up around the Cromwell statue, and 
the little green plot on which James IL.'s 
Statue used to be hidden ls now covered by 
a timber structdre from which hundreds 
will watch the passing of the royal proces- 
sion to and from the abbey. Two Strand 
churches are so enveloped in wood that there 
ls fear that before many days are over they 
will scarcely be visible behind the huge piles 
which are being erected around them. 

The facing of London in wood is in the 
threatening stage in Trafalgar square, where 
several official bodies have staked down 
claims for erection of stands either to witness 
the coronation procession or the royal prog- 
ress on the following day.

a lovely hall in white marble, the model for 
Delhi's ball of private audience. In niches 
in the walls were once portraits of the 
moghuls, beginning with Tamerlane. 

On either side of this ball ls a high marble 
fence; each'incloses a marble paved court, on 
the river side of which is a marble structure 
with a golden dome. It is in three sections, 
the higher and central one being open toward 
the river; the rooms at either end being sleep- 
ing rooms for the ladies. In the walls of 
these rooms are deep recesses where jewels 
might be deposited. The openings are 80 nar- 
row as to admit only a lady's hand. In the 
afternoon the burnished gold roof turns the 
marble to rose: 

The court in front of the Khas Mahal and 
the two golden pavilions is divided into four 
sections by the broad arms of a marble pave- 
ment which cross and meet in the center, on 
which stands another beautiful marble foun- 
taln. The four rectangles thus formed are 
grass plots, curiously divided into geometric 
patterns by eight inch high red sandstone 
raila, This was known as the grape arbor 
garden. The court has an indescribable 
grace and charm. Besutiful material, per- 
fect taste in ornament, elegant proportions, 
a wonderful background, and historical as- 
sociations are all combined here. 


Maze of Underground Chambers. 

Beneath the Khas Mahal is a labyrinth of 
underground chambers, refuges for the em- 
peror and his senane during Agra’s fierce 
summer heat. Other chambers, gloomy 
dungeons, for misbehaved slaves and indis- 
creet sultanas who met their fate at the 
hands of the executioner, 

A room of Akbar's corridor has been par- 
titioned off, beautifully whitewashed and con- 
tains the so-called Gates of Somnath. Among 
the governors general inflicted on India was 
one Lord Biienborough. In the Afghan 
expedition of 1842, two gates were taken 
from the tomb of Mahmud of Ghanzi. Elien- 
borough, in a grandiloquent proclamation, 
exclaimed that they were the sandal wood 
gates which Mahmud. in 1026, had taken from 
a Hindoo temple at Somnath. The gates were 
given a triumphal car through northern In- 
dia and Ellenborough announced that the 
“insult of 800 year had been avenged.” 

The gates are of deodar, not sandalwood, 
and no one but a governor general could 
possibly mistake them for the gates of a 
Hindoo temple It is not even known that 
Mahmud carried gates away with him. It 
is extremely unlikely that a Mohammedan 
plunderer would have interested himself in 
a purely archeological relic and dragged it 
a thousand miles across country to Ghanzi.

but Welcomes Folies Bergere. 
By Franklin Fyles. 


New York.—|Special Correspondence.]—In two theaters here old and new dra- 
matic procedures are shown amazingly. The newness is novel, exceedingly. while 
the oldness is obsolete. Age first. “The Lights o' London,” brought forward from 
great popularity in 1881, and its principal characters acted by Thomas A. Wise, 
Thomas . Seabrooke, William Courtenay, Holbrook Blinn, Charles Richman, Doug- 
las Fairbanks, aud Lawrence D’Orsay—stars all— was made fun of by an audience 
in which few had ever see George R. Sims’ once famous drama. Think of that, if 
you witnessed Charles R. Thorne and Frederick de Belleville as its persecuted hero 
and polished villain thirty years ago in the Palmer palmy stock time. And it was 
buoyantiy afloat in London then with Wilson Barrett leaping from a Thames bridge 
to save the pal of E. 8. Willard, his scoundrelly cousin. 

William Courtenay, the Barrett and Thorne hero of the present revival, seemed 
to have no heart courageous on the opening night for even a mimic deed of bravery. 
By that time the audience had got to laughing at the Sims things once potent to 
thrill. The characters were so good, or so bad, their talk so replete with phrases 
of bygone melodrama and their predicaments so rawly theatric that even those who 
had come to admire a fine old thing had taken to merriment over a crude one. There- 
fore, | suppose, Courtenay was nerveless when the moment came for him to quit a 
low spot from which he might drop easily into the water. come around to the center 
of the stage, and be followed up by a spotlight to the high parapet and dive from 
there. 

A dramatist of today wouldn't be as primitive as that; but the production was 
to be a copy of the original, and the actor had to do in 1911 just what his predeces- 
sors bad done in 1881 or start in to. But on his way around to the diving spot, and 
when nearest to the audience, a giggle here, a snicker there, and a guffaw yonder bit 
his eardrums. He threw up his hands—physically, not metaphysically—knocked off 
Eis bat, and sent it flying into the parquet. The curtain went down on an uporar. 

Don’t think that a really excellent performance was guyed cruelly. After this 
climax of the fourth act the repreducer, William A. Brady, was called out by the 
heartiest sort of applause. He came forth with one arm in a ling. A piece of 
scenery had fallen on him. Other mishaps in sight had begun with the first scene. 
‘he plot of the play is that a profligate steals into his uncle's library to kill him in 
a way that will make out his worthy son to be the assassin. The intruder should 
turn down a lamp 80 as to do his dastardly deed in the dark and take no risk of 
being seen. Charles Richman tries to follow Sims’ stage directions. But the lamp, 
rightly old style, foils him. It won't be dimmed. The murder is committed in a 
bright light. 
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The Last Word in Glitterosity. 


That set the merriment going, and subsequent accidents kept it from stopping. 
A piece of a house fell on a horse, a section of ceiling smashed a bar's glassware, 
several minors got entangled in a descending curtain, and the people got into too 
jolly a mood to take bald heroics seriously. Courtenay wasn’t the only sufferer 
from the really good humored outbreaks, though, for “ Dug” Fairbanks. as a knock- 
‘em-out coster, came in for actual guying when he felled seven bobbies with his 
own two fists. Who cared how the sufferings of the falsely accused hero ended 
happily in the final act? The guffaws when the foiled villain, Charley Richman, 
hissed Curse her, she has betrayed me!“ were exceeded only when Billy Courtenay’s 
lawyer set him right by exclaiming, “I have found the missing will!” 

Up and down. In and out. Hit and miss. A chart of theatrical sunshine and 
storm would look like one of those records of earthquakes or a panic in Wall street. 
Last Sunday 1 told you how London Follies, a show of the Parisian revue sort. but 
brought from the British capital, was jeered into oblivion ere a first performance 
was ended, although it bad been timed for all summer. Today I write of the Folies 
Bergere, a new theater with a name suggesting a Parisian original, yet altogether 
New York in boldness. Broadwayites are tumbling over one another to throw $10 
apiece and upwards into it of a single night. With our smart and fast sets, from 

lilionaires to affinent gamblers, with various kinds of hustiing pleasure seekers 
between, the dinner time has lapped the theater time, and it has become a question 
which to cut out, the windup of the meal or the start off of the show. Something is 
now done about it, 

Folies Bergere is not a fit name for this blend of theater and café, music hall 
and restaurant. It is a New York_originality. Paris has nothing nearer like it 
than the Moulin Rouge, which has developed into a big theater with spacious balls 
adjacent for eating, drinking, and dancing after the stage show is over. Several 
Parisian restaurants upstairs, too, have a side open to a vaudeville theater. so that 
people at two or three rows of table may look over the heads of an audience at a 
stage show. ‘That is the plan, also, at the famous Winter Garden in Berlin. But 
New York’s new stunt is peculiar to itself. I wouldn't mar the pleasure of its con- 
vivial visitors by keeping them sober enough to say Thearestauria; nor would make 
it as easy and rakish as Joy Joint or Free Easy: and Dollaria would be too in- 
definite to indicate the ten to twenty dollars that a thorough visitor leaves behind 
him. Why not give it a name that would bray of ite bounding beauty and bounty— 
Gailoria?

The parquet has a row of tables for each row of seats, with space for waiters 
to deliver not mere drinks and snacks, but dinners and suppers comparable in quall- 
ties and prices with the most luxurious restaurants. The various phases of the 
amusement last from 6 o'clock to 2.

It seems to me that the actress who is privi- 
leged to play characters that have been con- 
ceived by Barrie and Pinero is a lucky wom- 
an. Better than any other English speaking 
individual today do these men embody that 
elusive something which we are wont to cal! 
the feminine temperament ot the modern 
woman. 

Did you ever realize that although men are 
always flattering us by calling women the 
“eternal enigma, they seem to have no 
trouble in solving us when they take the 
trouble. If we have guessed the riddle, at 
least we have considered it treason to make 
plain the answer. 

Of course, it goes without saying that 
Shakspeare has given a portrait of the wom- 
an endowed with the primitive virtues—vir- 
tues such as no one of our sex has in any 
way approached. Balzac ahd, Ibsen are like 
delicate surgeons, reaching with sharp 
scalpels into the soul of the sex. In our own 
tongue, Barrie and Pinero alternately make 
us squirm or laugh at their unerring truth- 
fulness. The only difference between these 
two men is that Pinero is more interested in 
those women who ever must be outside the 
conventions. Pinero sees his women always 
at war with Fate, and Barrie—that colossal 
little man always accompanied by a cap and 
a pipe—well, it’s almost uncanny that he can 
see us as WE are; we who supposedly are at 
peace with ourselves and with the world.

Some one told me the other day that there 
were women in the world who did not care 
for Barrie, and immediately I began to feel 
sorry for them, for the woman who does not 
like a play or story by this wonderful genius 
not only is deprived of a lot of literary en- 
joyment but misses the sensation as well of 
having some terribly nice feelings herseif. 
All that is most delicious in sentiment, all 
that is most subtle in humor, all that is most 
delicate im charm, and all that is most de- 


lightful in general appreciation, Barrie 
brings out in his women. 

To me there never was another such book 
written as “Sentimental Tommy.” 1 
read it as one does the Bible. four or five 
times a year. Was ever anything more de- 
licious written than What Every Woman 
Knows, and does not every real woman 
know all the “charm” of Maggie Shand ig 
her understanding? 

That's it, although it perhaps never quite 
came to me before in just this way. Barrie's 
women always understand, and Pinero’s 
never do. 

I have been privileged to know both men 
well, and judging from their speech one 
never would suspect that they know so much 
about women and are such great students of 
the sex. 

When I saw Ellen Terry play “ Alice-Sit- 
by-the- Fire I was wild to appear in it, but 
as | wag only 21 I thought, of course, I would 
be cast for the girl in the play—such also was 
the idea of Charles Frohman. I was sitting 
one day in his office when he was called to 
the telephone, and naturally I heard his end 
of the phone conversation.

CONSERVATION IN ILLINOIS. 

The Johnson bill for the development of 
water power and a waterway through the 
Illinois valley raises the issue of fonserva- 
tion in its clearest form. Here is not only 
the question of conservation of natural re- 
sources but the conservation of public rights. 

At an expense of over sixty million dollars 
the sanitary district of Chicago has turned 
into the worthless bed of the Desplaines and 
Illinols rivers a flow of watet which will 
develop 130,000 horse power. Flowing from 
a navigable lake, this is a natural resource 
in its highest sense. Brought to its profit 
producing point at public expense, it is a 
public asset in the most definite form. 

The question before the legislators is 
whether they will preserve this property to 
the people, or whether they will turn it over 
to private interests for selfish exploitation. 
The discreditable transactions between the 
canal commissioners. and Charles A. Mon- 
roe can give to him, his successors and 
assigns no claim beyond those which will be 
upheld by a court of law, aud these will be 
decided on their merits if the state appro- 
priates sufficient money to present its claims. 
Disingenuous members of previous general 
assemblies have pretended to misunder- 
stand the question. Such a pretense at this 
time will deceive no one, 

By the development of 20,000 horse power 
at Lockport the sanitary district of Chicago 
has reduced the cost of street lighting in its 
territory by more than $400,000 a year. It 
is also deriving an ineome ef an dual 
amount which it uses in the reduction of its 
tax Fates. With the fall development ot 
30,000 horse power, esmprehensibiy used 
tor public purposes and sold to the best Ad- 
Vantage, ut will eliminate a million dollars 
per year of i nent expenditures and 


undeveloped opportunities to ube the water 
of the drainage canal im the Desplaines and 
Lilindis river beds and create four times as 
müch powé? as ld HOW developed at Lock 
port, it is clear that the state has within its 
gtasp the development of a public asset with 
revenue producing powers of many million 
dollkfs a Feat. ‘ 

The legislature must legislate to develop 
this power for the public or by negative 
action turn it over to the combination of elec- 
trie light companies Which Is monopolizihg 
and intending to monopolize the light and 
power vusiness 62 northeastern Illinois. 
These cémpaniés have grown like mush: 
rooms in the night and have obtained uncon- 
scionable franchises from most of the towns 
and cities in this vicinity, They charge 
éxcessive rates for electric service to mu- 
nicipality and eitisen alike and browbeat 
their competitor. 

The state can furnish electricity at one- 
half the pfice charged by the combination 
and still realize a handsome profit on the 


cost of power development. 


Never in the history of the state has the 
legislature's duty been more plain—the sub- 
ject matter better understood. 

What art our legislators going to do 
about it?

TOO MUCH BAKIN G “POWDER. 

We can ascribe it to nothing but the natu- 
ral depravity ot inauimate objects that an 
erring if not depraved typewriter deliber- 
ately put tablespoonfuls where ten- 
spoonfuls” should have stood in a recently 
published recipe for old fashioned sho.'t 
cake. That a good cause such as this attack 
on the fraudulent short caké of commerce 
should be betrayed thus in the hands of its 
friends is ground for lamentation and com- 
plaint. 

The ingredient to be governed by the 
“teaspootfuls” was baking powder, and 
two such measures were specified as neces- 
sary. We were aware that even this amount 
Wiis questioned, but the prescription being 
part of an excellent recipe, the point was 
waived. When “teaspoonfuls” became 
„tables poonfuls,“ housewives stood aghast. 

Charitable and kind hearted women who 
feared that inexperienced yearners for the 
unalloyed delights of genuine short cake 
would éxperiment with that recipe and its 
tablespoon error, and thus come to lose all 
respect fot journalistie efforts as applied to 
eookery, write to urge us to a correction. 
The ertor itself shrieks for it. That we 
may be saved for further usefulness in ad- 
vancing the cause of short cake which is 
short, not sweet, we hereby jump upon that 
miserable mistake and demolish it. Téa- 
spoonfals—not tablespoonfuls. 

A correspondent who noted the error and 
was grieved, sends another recipe with 
which an assault may be made upon the 
fraud, and that truth may go marching m 
we publish herewith: 

“One quart of flour, one level teaspoon- 
ful of salt, two heaping teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder; sift togéther three times and 
add one-half cup of sugar if desired. This 
is like drop biscuit recipe. Add two heaping 
tablespoonfuls of lard, worked gently into 
the flour with a fork. Mix gently, adding 
enough sweet milk to make a stiff batter. 
Do not stir or beat the mixture. The less 
it is stirred the lighter the cake. Spread 
this batter evenly on two greased cake pans 
and bake a delicate brown. 


That is an unscientific policy which cannot te 
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ing the cake; wash, hu and det labs enoall 
pieces; add sugat, two teacup- 
fais of sugar to two quarts of fruit; stir the 
sugar with the derries and put on ice until 
ready to serve.”

Rev. Kennelly, S. J., a correspondent of 
the Cathdlic weekly review, America, con- 
tributes to its last issue a letter from Shang: 
hai descriptive of the taisery, suffering, and 
death in the famine district of central 
China. Floods in the northern part of the 
two pfevifices of Klangsu and Anhwei, ter- 
ritory to the extent of about 20,000 square 
miles, with a population of approximately 


August. The next erop of wheat will not 
be gathéred until June. Starvation stands 
between the sufferers and that relief. 

Letters from missionaries in the famine 
distriet are given. “ The people are living 
on the bark of trees, leaves, and some roots 
they procure from thé ground,” writes 
Father Liu, a Chinese Jesuit, “ Women 
and children are sold like animals, mostly 
for a paltry sum, a dollar or two. Robbery 
is rife. If I could get $5,000 1 would be able 
to help them until the Harvest is gathered.” 

“Everywhere houses have collapsed,” 
writes another missionary from Yingchow- 
fu, “thé harvest is fined and foodstuffs 
anattainable except at high prices. Hun- 
dreds die of starvation, exposure, and cold. 
At Koyang 10,000 people, mostly famine 
refugees, resort to robbery and plunder and 
scour the country, ho for ransom the 
well to do folk and any who appear to theni 
to hoard a little rice, beans, ‘millet, or other 
tatables.”’

Aw one of tin fexturés of the 
pageant requires each officer to march slowly 
and separately directly to his post, the least 
irreguierity of gait could be easily detected.

In the evening the various cabinet minis- 
ters and great dighitaries of thé crown will 
give state banquets in henor ef the kite’s 
birthday; banquets at which the guests will 
be in full uniform, all afterwards adjourning 
to the foreign officé, where a reception, at- 
tended by most of the members of the royal 
family in town, Will be held by the prime 
minister.

King George is taking an active part in 


the rehearsal of the coronation service, 
learning his part so as to avoid the slightest | 
possibility of a mistake. He is being in- 
structed therein by the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury and by his lord high almoner, the 
Rev. Dr. Armytage Robinson, until recently 
Dean of Westminster but now Dean of Wells, 
who is the greatest expert and authority 
about everything relating to the English 
coronation. Before the actual coronation 
takes place there will be at least two and 
probably three other dress rehearsals of 
the whole servioe, with the king present in | 
person in his robes and the full regalia in 
use.

It win be remembered that on the océasion 
of the coronation of King Edward he was 
just recovering from a severe operation. 
It was out of the question under the circum- 
stances that he should take part in thesé 
fatiguing rehearsals, and in consequénce 
thereof Maj. Gen. John Brocklehurst, equer- 
ry of Queen Alexandra, uncle of Sir Philip 
Brocklehurst, the young baronet of south 
pole exploration fame, was selected to take 
the king’s part in the rehearsals. Day after 
day the general—at that time colone sat on 
the throne of King Edward the Confessor 
in the old abbey, was anointed, crowned, in- 
vested with scepter and with sword of state, 
and received the kneeling homage of peers 
and prélates, giving to the latter the kiss 
of peace.

Inasmuch as all this took place béfore 
the actual coronation of Edward VII., it is 
just a question in the minds of some people 
as to whether Gen. Brocklehurst is not 
really the lawful ruler of England, Scotland. 
and Ireland, seeing that he was crowned and 
anointed in Weatminster abbéy by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury prior to the coronation 
of Edward VII. and of his son, George V. 

One of the features of the coronation will 
be the part played therein, for the first time, 
by the children of the sovereign. For it 16 
the young Prince of Wales and his brothers 
who will be the first to pay homage to the 
king after his coronation. When Edward 
VII. was crowned the first to offer homage 
was thé then Prince of Wales, a man of 
néar 40, and wen Queen Victoria was 
crowhed the first to offer their homage were 
her uncles, each of them over 0.

Like goes farther in than love. Like is 
@ voice from the su self, a cry 
from the inward and unknown me. It lies 
behind the will, beneath the judgment, in the 
far darkness of our secret soul. 

It do not say that a wife cannot be also 
a friend; but she rarely is; she is usually 
an enemy, to whom we are most passion- 
ately attached. And if she be a friend, then 
that friendship has grown up from other 
sources, and is of a different texture and 
quality from the sex motives which meke 
marriages. Not many women would tolerate 
comradeship from a husband. Perhaps this 
is as it should be, and nature néeds flercer 
fires for her hecéssary results. 

Still rarer ig friendship between parent 
and child. It ig an amazing thing I have no- 
ticed here, how warm, intelligent and cul- 
tured father and som both strive for friend- 
ship and cannot ettain it. Sometimes they 
succeed, but 80 rarely that it may be called 
a phenomenon. 

Whence, then, come friends? Aud who 
are they? And how can one make them? 
All answers to these pathetic questions 
to me to be whétélisfactory, partial, ineuffi- 
clent, and by the way. The rules of the wise 
will not work. We do not make friends by 
being noble and good; friendship does not 
arise from similarity of tastes; and other- 
wise one can, in actual experience, drive a 
two horse wagon through all and any of the 
prescriptions of the proverbial philosophers 

The fact is that the secret springs of 
friendship are wholly mysterious, Search- 
ing for them we must report like the Louls 
tanga sheriſf reported on the beck of a writ 
“duces tecum which he had been given 
to serve upon a negro who had escaped into 
the ¢wamp: Non comattibus, up stumpum, 
Wi Swamps.” As I look over my friends 1 
find I like them as a dog likes his master. 
So I conclude that this emotion must orig- 
inate in some Newfoundland or St. Bernard 
réxion of my nature, abd id probably ons of 
those instincts nd yet eliminated by evolu 
tion, something I share With dogs. 

For all that I hohner it as the best thing I 
am conscious of. I am prouder of URiag my 
friends than of any othe? of my Sihall bunch 
of virtues When 1 think of Bill and Lige 
and Al and Ralph and Newt I get a kind of 
warmth about the cocklés of my heart no 
ether contemplation can producé 

And the bitterest hurts 1 have ever felt are 
those made by the disioyaliy of ofhers 
whom I thought friends aud trusted. Noth 
ing is 56 salt and nauseous to the soul as the 
taste of Judas in the mouth of memory. 

And it min yes to me—for this, after all, isa 
strmon—that religion, ri@htig taken, is rath« 
er A friendship for God than a love to God; 


and that we would better translate all the . 


Bible's admonitions to love God by the parm 
phrase to be friends with God. 

To love God has a conventional eound; but 
to be a friend of God—that is a séarching 
and swordiike word. It means to like him; 
not to avoid him; to seek his presente; to be 
at home with him; to be cheered, consoled, 
quieted by the thought of him. 

Speaking for myselt, I can say that I never 
came into this comfortable relationship until 
I had swept away all I had ever been taught, 
dared to presume upon the debt God had im 
ourred toward me by making me, and took 
my rightful place as his son at his table.“ 

It does not require any assumption of 
ness or siniessness to do this; it only

The debt that modern music owes to Lisst 
is not generally acknowledged. Thanks to 
the always conservative and harrow minded 
tradition of England and the German school 
of Mendtissolin, the Musieet world early 
aequired the habit of looking with disfavor 
upon the Compositions of Liszt, who wes a 
generation in advance of bis time ad Mr. 
Brune proved. For he showeg that the har- 
mone tendencles of the present were all 
anticipated by Liszt as early as 1834. Mr. 
Brune'’s lecture cannot be reported in full, 
ae it deserved: te be. But the following brief 
sfhopeie Of Tis important points Win give 
somè impression of its scope and daring.

„The men who have aided most in musical 
progress,” said the leeturer, may be sepa- 
rated into twe vatedories—those who have 
grasped All treat had been Ateomplished py 
thel? predteeees Who bad thé last word 
in the musical expression of their period and 
those whe broke with tradition because they 
were hampered by it in creating according 
to their art ideals, because they were fet- 
tered by rules and conventionaltiem Such 
were the founders Of the first operatic school 
in #ierence in the circle of Count Bardi.

Neither they nor any one else 
Have been able or ever will be able to create 
something which has nb connection with the 
past. These men had the avowed purpose 
of restoring ti old Greek art, and if they 
failed therein. as they did, at least they 
opened up a ne branch ot muse Gluck and 
Wagner based their theories on the tame 
principles; he former left the theorizing to 
others, but Wagner did hie good share of 
it—ahd not always with convineing evidence. 
“Of the writers of purély mstrumental 
musié, two espeGially must be considered in 
this Heft: Berlioz and Lisat. Liszt’s influ- 
ence in music may be considered from differ- 
ent aspecte—his influence on musical form, 
on harmonic structure, and on plano playing. 
One of the frequent réproaches leveled at 
Liest is that he had no sense of form, that he 
was a rhapsodist—a maker of fragments, of 
medlers that le to Ay. This reproach is 
based on a wrong conception of form. 
When We consider musical form in the 
abstract, we can say that any work having 
a plan, porsibie to follow by the student or 
listener, has ‘form.’ This we can presume 
to have been Lisst’s iféa. The thing com- 
pated was not the sonata’s conventionality, 
but the theorist's dictum that it must be sona- 
ta form to have form at all. Liszt used for 
many of his Smaller works the Variation; 
for the larger he employed the form of the 
symphonic poem which is an adapta- 
tion or & thahéformation of thé fugue. To 
this he added the metamorphoris of the 
themes, giving thé same tonal siiccession th 
different character and mood-valies. And 
in this he follpwe the underlying principle 
of the Sonata ap allowing greater con- 
trasts than the fugue. Liszt broke 
eds pe ning en ged valuation of the orthodox 
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sonata form and prepared the way for the 
modern tone poem With its freedom, means, 
and moods.

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Can Wilmette Support Another Church? 


By Charles W. Welch. 


HOULD a suburb of Chicago which 

has more than 8,000 inhabitants, with 

only two Protestant churches, with 

a membership of less than 500 com- 

municants, have another church or- 
ganization? 

This question has often been asked by both 
the friends and opponents of a movement 
which was launched last Sunday to organize 
a Presbyterian church in Wilmette, 

Already there are 4 Methodist and a Con- 
gregational church in that rapidly growing 
suburb. But at a 
operative council of city missions, composed 
of representatives from the Congregational, 
Methodist, Baptist, Disciple, and Presby- 


terian churches, it was decided that there 


were not enough churches in that territory 
which lies between Evanston and Highland 
Park. There are, however, in that district 
three Methodist churches, three Congrega- 
tional, four Episcopal, and one Union church; 
but there is no organization representing 
the Baptist, Presbyterian, or Disciple 
churches. The council suggested that the 
denominations which have no organization 
in that field should investigate the matter of 
locating a church somewhere along that s¢o- 
tion of the north shore. 

The Presbyterians immediately made a 
canvass, with the result that they begap 
regular services in the Wilmette Woman's 
club. During the week preceding, however, 
representatives of the Congregational church 
inserted display advertisements in the local 
paper urging that the church people of the 
auburb should attend services at their 
church on the Sabbath and hear reasons why 
a new denomination should not enter the 
field of their endeavors to furnish the com- 
munity with churchly ministrations.

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F Enthusiastic Young Painter Talks of Realism in Art 


By Harriet Monroe. 


Any jaded soul in search of enthusiasm 
should talk with Jerome 8. Blum, whose ex- 
hibition at Thurber’s is Chicago's introduc- 
tion to post-impressionism Words are re- 
fractory and unmanageable to this young 
painter; he can't get them out fast enough 
or make them express the ideas Which are 
boiling and bubbiing over in his active and 
interesting mind; so he talks not only with 
lips and tongue, but also with fingers, hands, 
eyes—in fact, with every member of his mus- 
cular, stocky, broad shoulder body. 

He paints acrobatic pictures in the air, 
while the words come stumbiing out in « 
vain effort to describe them, to present ideas. 
motives, visions. He seems to live and think 
and work with intense vitakty and sincerity; 
one feels in the man something vigorous and 
imaginative which will make his art worth 
- while in thé end, even though as yet it stam- 
mers like his speech. i 

Mr. Blum takes exception to my impatience 
with the inadequacy of theories in Mfe and 
art. : 

Wo must act on theortes,”’ he saya. Dach 
‘man’s conscience la his theory of right and 
wrong; the. artist asserts his theory of his 
art whenever he chooses one subject instead 
of another, and paints it one way instead of 
another. One man theorizes that are is real. 
istic reproduction. My theory holds that kind 
of art stupid, horrible; I must seek la nature 
the hint of a decorative pattern, a rhythmical 
arrangement of line and color, and having 
found that hint somewhere I must enlarge 
upon it, emphasie the essentials and have 
out the rest.” 

Mr. Blum told about his early study at the 
Institute night school and afterward in Paris, 

through all of which he was reaching, strug- 
ging, for something he could not define nor 


* gttain. He had always been a city boy, had 


worked indoors; finally he escaped into the 


country. and could no longer paint in browna.

They are 
brilliant in color, an effect not to be attained 
by the mere unstudied use of bright yellows, 
blues, greens, eto. They are joyous in spirit; 
one feels in their presence eager for life, not 
doubtful whether it is worth while. | 
Some of them, notably Nos. 8, 6, amd 15, 
suggest that sense of decorative pattern in 
nature which Mr. Blum strongly feels, The 
Mttle figures in Nos. 2 and 5 are human and 
strongly individualised, although done in a 
few little dabs and biotches of gaudy oolor, 
showing a skill in drawing which one would 
not Suspect from certain shaky walls and 
crooked chimneys. And against these good 
points, and a certain personal quality, a cre- 
ative sincerity which one feeis in the pictures, 
ue the objections of exaggerated vision and 
Geliberate crudeness of drawing end color, 
resulting in a stratling effect of violence. 
Wel, time must decide. Possibly the um- 
preesioniste in their first days seemed as 
exaggerated and as crude. All art has Ks 
conventions, its formule, and its ultimate 
value depende largely on the truth and en- 
durance of these. The art of the impression- 
ists was founded on certain laws of light then. 
but newly discovered; in a sense it was an 
outgrowth of modern icience Time has 
Justified that convention; those laws of light 
are proved to have vitality in art, for they 
have broken Gown old barriers and changed 


the whole color scale of the painter's palette.

Now the post-impressioniste seek to found 
their new formule on certain psychological 
laws; they would still further break down the 
convention of realism in art, the prejudice in 


the old ooltinese and hardness, which tries 
to express some deeper truth then truth of 
surfaces.

An exhibition of twenty-four landscapes 
by Wilson H. Irvine, president of the Chi- 
cago Society of Artists, in Fieki’s gallery. ip 
much more baffling than Mr. Blum’s. While 
the latter are violent the former are mild; 
while the latter seem at least personal and 
alive, the former seem imitative and lifeless. 

It is too bad—it would be the greatest 
pleasure im life to praise the work of this 
Chicago painter who has been honored by his 
colleagues and who has strugg loyally 
to advance the cause of art in this com- 
munity. But while most of these landscapes 
are faithful enough to nature and carefully 
studied, their color is dull, and they are 
reminiscent of other painters. The room 
where they hang is full of echoes; from its 
walls come echoes of Tryon, of Murphy, of 
Monet, and other originals, sometimes 
miraculosuly combined in a single painting. 
This absorption of influences is quite un- 
conscious, never deliberate, but it makes the 
pictures seem like masks, with no real ob- 
server and thinker, no original personality 
behind them, | 

“I would rather be slammed than not 
noticed.“ said an artist to 4 critic. For 
the honest critio this is too often the choice, 
and slamming is by far the more dificult 
horn of his dilemma.

Sigfried Scheyer, winner of the fifth prize in the Success Story contest, offers 
several suggestions by way of answer to this important question: 

The foreign boy has to make good. It is a question of work or starve. The 
American born lad knows his father is back of him. 

The social standing of the American born limits his feld of effort. The immi- 
grant can turn his hand to anything that offers, but the American boy must find 
something to do that is not below the standing of the family.

How the Accident Occurred. 

In the official report the following expiana- 
tion of the accident was made: 

“Going down hill, the engineer had to 
apply the air several times to retard the mo- 
mentum of the train. It was between appii- 
eations that the refrigerator car, which was 
not connected with the air hose, jumped the 
track and pulled away from the car ahead. 

„For some reason the refrigerator turned 
crosswise on the tracks. There is a heavy 
grade at this point and as the car turned it 
swung up in the air and toppled over the em- 
bankment. 

„This caused the rear coupling of the 
refrigerator to slide out of the coupler of 
the one following. As the rear section re- 
mained on the rails on the downhill jqurney, 
it soon overtook the front section and the 
gap left by the missing rolling stock was 
filled. An automatic coupling was made 
at that inetant and the train proceeded on 
its journey. K 

“While this was happening the engineer 
suspected, from the workings of the air.“ 
that something was wrong.

These two careers fairly illustrate several points which the young man of an inventive turn 


of mind should carefully. consider. 


If he attempts to give the world a really epoch-making and revolutionary invention he 
is almost certainly doomed to years of hopeless poverty and heart-breaking struggle, with final 
defeat and disaster the most likely conclusion. Rich and powerful corporations, with millions 

invested in machinery and processes which his invention is intended to supplant, will, of course, 
fight him at every step. If he have a really valuable and important patent he may finally succeed 
in selling it, only to find that its new owners put it carefully away in a vault and go on using 


their old methods. 


In this way the patent law is largely used to smother—rather than encourage—invention 


and inventors. 


It is also true that under present conditions a poor man who has made and patented a 
‘really worth-while invention has little chance of getting away with the profits. 
: A United States patent means very little. It is worth almost nothing in the way of pro- 
tection until it has been favorably passed on by a whole series of United States courts. People 
who wish to infringe may do so in complete safety while they are slowly fighting suits for in- 
fringement from one court to another, until, in the long run, the individual inventor finds his 
money and patience exhausted and the validity of his precious patent still finally unsettled. 
In such a situation he is extremely likely to accept almost any offer for his interest. 

With the growth of great corporations has come also the establishment of experimental 
rooms in almost every big factory. In these rooms are gathered inventors who spend all their 
time and talent on attempts to improve the product and processes of their employers, Every 

resource which money can command is at the service of these experimenters. They are kept 
constantly informed of every advance in the art in which they are engaged.

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Model Building 


Code Proposed. 


By ANDREW MARTINS. 


OR some reason or other we Americans 
seem to be able to apply our fire pre- 
vention safeguards only in piecemeal 
doses and then only because of some 
especially terrible specific lesson. 

In new buildings it is comparatively easy to 
get at least the minimum of safe construc- 
tion and reasonable installation of fire fight- 
ing agencies, but in the old, the existing ones, 
it's like pulling teeth to have any changes 
made or anything new installed. Councils 
are appealed to, influence brought to bear, 
heaven and earth turned topsy-turvy, to have 
the poor building owners saved from the 
gtinding rapacity and exactions of the heart- 
less building departments. Why, it would 
have cost the owners of that New York shirt 
waist factory at least $1,800 to have provided 
some safety for their employés. True, those 
143 lives might not have been lost, but think 
of the $1,800 Have building owners no 
rights? 

Even in cities with arativis and adequate 
building Aawe the work of revamping old 
buildings is distressingly slow; almost in- 
superable obstacles. are encountered at every 
stép. Real estate owners are powerful and 
it is conceded they are good fighters, though 
it is deplorable that such splendid energy 
should be wasted upon such a cause—the 
keeping of bad conditior’s as they are. And 
in the cities where the laws are ancient and 
forgotten that work cannot be begun, let 
alone anything accomplished. 


Fire prevention authorities agree that more 
may be gotten by persuasion than compul- 
sion. The “ persuasion” is a trifie drastic, 
but if properly applied it will be effective. 
This is the persuasion suggested: The Inter- 
national Society of Building Commissioners 
ie now having printed ite model building 
code that will at once be adopted by many 
cities and eventually will form the basis of 


‘Unffomity in the essential requirements of 


all the cities. It, like other regulations, pro- 
vides penalties for noncompliance and all 
that sort of thing, but one of its features 
that the society's executive officer, Architect 
Fitzpatrick, has so long advocated, is purely 
persuasive, yet it will be one of the strongest 
points in the code. It does not provide im- 
prisonment for the delinquent building own- 
er, nor flogging, nor fine, but just leaves nim 
to public opinion—the best judge, jury, and 
sheriff there can be. 

That particular requirement recites how a 
building shall be built to be dreproof, what 
safeguards there must be for tenants and 
occupants, what fire appliances installed, and 
so on, and how the existing buildings shall 
be fixed up in a similar manner 80 as to be 
reasonably safe. Then it directs that at once 
the bailding department shall begin the in- 
gpection of all buildings in which numbers of 
people live or work or congregate, and that 
each such building shall be officially and 
conspicuously labeled at its entrance “ Safe” 
or Dangerous.“ Safe if all the require- 
ments have been fulfilled and dangerous if 
any one of them has been neglected. 


This labeling works both ways. Heaven 
help the building department if anything hap- 
peng to a building it has marked “ Safe.” 
From the commissionership down there 
would be vacancies to be filled; it would keep 
the department excessively keen, and the 
officer would be daring indeed who would, 
for gain or for friendship, paste Safe on 
a dangerous building. And the owner with 
„Dangerous over his door would have a 
sweet time of it with tenants and employés. 
There would be a splendid rush for fire es- 
capes, water pails, inclosed stairs, protected 
windows and such, for in the real estate lan- 
guage public opinion has gotten up a sort of 
simplified spelling move that means that 
„Dangerous marked on a building spells 
no returns, loss of interest, vacancy.

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World Champion Washerwoman; 
Six Big Washings Day's Record.

HE town of Hasleton, Ind., claims Mrs. 
Mary Julian es the champion washer- 
woman ofthe world. |; 

She has 4 record of six big family 
washings mn one day of ten and one-half 
hours’ actual work. And these washings 
averaged more than seventy pieces, from lace 
handkerchiefs to sheets and paint soiled oves- 
alls—more than 420 pieces, all told. 

This human steam laundry isn't such a 
giant, either. Mrs. Julian is 5 feet5 inches 
in height, weighs ninety-two pounds, and is 52 
years old. 

Come along, you great, brawny athletes and 
Samsons of strength; is there a man among 
you all that can stand up ten hours and chase 
420 pieces of dirty linen and raiment up and 
down the business side of a washboard till 
they're clean and spotless, rinse them, wring 
them, hang them out to dry, lug around heavy 
tubs, and boilers, and fill and empty them? 

= 
Each One Done Separately. 

Of course there isn’t, but Mrs. Julian 
doesn’t think it's any feat. “I had a Mttle 
rush that day,” she explained, “ and got be- 
hind with some of my work and had to catch 
up, 80 I just pitched in and finihed up what 
I had on hand.” 

Further queationing elicited the informa- 
tion that Mrs. Juiian had got the breakfast 
for herself and two song, one attending school 
and the other working in a poultry packing 
house, and had cleared away the things and 
Started in washing at 5:30 o'clock. She had 
all the washings in separate baskets and did 
each one seperately, clean water being neces- 
sary for every boiling, washing, and rinsing 
process through which each washing was put.

jammed up on the one day. 

She washed away from 5:30 tin 11:30, then 
she got dinner, and at 12:30 was back at her 
washing again, continuing until 5 o'clock, 
when the last scrap had deen chased through 
the wringer and was drying on the line. 
Emptying the finishing water and putting 
away the tubs, she hurried out and delivered 
several baskete of clothes, one at a time, and 
in the meantime gathered up two more wash- 
ings for the mext day. At 6 o'clock she had 
supper and her sone delivered the last d 
of clothes to their owners.

That night some of Mrs. Julian's neighbors 


insisted that she go with them to an open 


lodge meeting, in spite of her laughing pro- 
testations that the only lodge she belonged 
to was the Washerwoman’s society.” She 
went and had a good time, but during some 
of the rollicking festivities incidentally re- 
marked that she was a little tired. 

And listen! Mrs. Julian, champion washer- 
woman, beHeves in the gospel of work with 
all her heart and soul. In it she has sought 
and found rest from the trials and tribula- 
tions that have beset her life, and it has pro- 
vided her a surcease from a crowning sorrow 
the sudden death two years ago of her eldest 
son, George Julian. He was an electric line- 
man and was killed by a live wire while work- 
ing on a pole at Decatur, III. It was a terrible

er own story of her methods follows: 


By Mary Julien. 


I did my first work at family washing when 
I was 7 years old, and for twenty-two years 
I have supported myself and children at the 
wash tub and the ironing board. In that 
time I havetested many newfangled washing 
machines, labor savers, etc., but I have never 
found any methods that for good results - 
cel the old time ways of the period. when I 
was a little girl An ordinary tub and was- 
board, good water and soap, an active arm 
and a strong back make a combination that 
no washing machine can beat. I am going te 
stick to them as long as I am a washerwoman 
and I hope that will be til} the end of my 
days, 

My method of washing is no doubt familier 
to every practical housewife. I wash the 
clohes through two good suda boll them, 
then rinse them in a clear water, then put 
them through the bluing water. Sometimes 
I dry them with a wringer, and sometimes I 
wring them with my hands. There are 
plenty of good makes of bluing, but I always 
Use care to avoid over-bluing the clothes. 
I use soap Uderally, in rubbing on the dirt 
spots, in the suds and in the boiling, and 
this, of course, demands thorough rinsing 
to take t the soap streaks. It's a poor 
idea to mp on soap. I use from one and 
a half to two bars on an average washing. 
I rarely use washing powders. As a rule 
they fade the colored clot. s, I have found. 


The first item in good washing is good water: 


you can't get good results from hard water, 
though I have obtained some satisfying re- 
sults from fairly hard water softened with 
borax or some of the washing compounds. 

No matter how many washings I have, I 
never put more than one washing through 
any water; I do each washing entirely sep- 
arate and hang out each by itself. 

I use flour starch in starching the coarser 
clothes before hanging them out, putting 
the flour in cold water so it is about the con- 
sistency of thick cream, stirring until it is 
entirely smooth, then pouring in boiling wa- 
ter and cooking thoroughly. A little par- 
affin, a few drops of coal oll or a little lard 
dropped in will keep the starch from sticking 
to the iron. After cooking, the starch should 
be strained through a cloth to take out the 
lumps. For the finer clothes I use the pre- 
pared cold starch. For good ironing, a 
bmooth iron moderately hot and deftly han- 
die@ is the main thing. To keep my irons in 
good condition I have a thick folded cloth 
inside of which is a little paraffin. Rubbing 
the irom over this occasionally keeps the sur- 
face smooth. I use the common old time 
irons, heating them on my kitchen stove, I 
do most of my work in my kitchen. 

Twenty-two years’ hard experience has 
taught me there is no short cut to either good 


washing or good ironing. Every piece to e 


washed or ironed must be given the same 
care and attention each time it is handled, 
week in and week out. Washing and iron- 
ing is my trade; I have labored for pertection 
fn it, and I believe that in the methods I 
have described perfection wil) be bess 
reached.

Well Diggers. Now Scarce. 

Forty years ago, before the bored and 
Grilled weils were possible, any man handy 
with a pick and spade could dig a well. 
man having knowledge of masonry could 
wali it with bricks or stones. Today one of 
the common complainis of the interested 
person i that well digging is becoming a lost 
art. 

) Speaking of wells in genera! and back- 
werd for a quarter of a century and more, 
all well were dug wells. To dig a weil that 
nets six feet in diameter between walls 
ined with stone the hole to be excavated 
would need to be eight feet in diameter. A 
dug well, sixty feet deep. would approach 
the average.

Eleven Types of Wells. 

It may surprise the average reader to knuw 
that there are eleven distinct types of wells 
for water yield, scattered over the United 
States. They range from the 50 er 60 foct 
dug well to the 1,500 to 2,000 foot Califor- 
nia well and the diamond drilled hole ex- 
tending to 6,000 feet and more. 

The dug well is tamiliar. The bored 
well may be two to three feet in diameter, 
With limitations of 100 feet depth. Driven ” 
wells may be from two to four inches in 
diameter, and go to 200 and even 500 feet 
depth. The Californie, or stovepipe well 
averages four inches in diameter, forced 
downward by hydraulic jacks, the overlap- 
ping steel casings following. The punchej 
well is six inches in diameter, sunk by drop- 
ping at intervals an edged steel cylinder into 
which the material gums, ‘sticks, and ie lifted 
out, with average depth of fifty feet. The 
“drilled” well ranges from two to twelve 
inches across and is cut by the heavy impact 
of the drill, dropped from a rig derrick oper - 
ated by elther steam or horsepower, and the 
Artlungs removed by valve bottom buckets. 
Of all the types of wells, that sunk by the 
diamond core drill naturally leads in ex- 
tremes of depths—and costs, too. 

But whatever the well type, the chief 
desideratum is that it shall tap supplies of 
pure water and that afterward the well is in 
such: position that surface pollution from 
any source may not reach it. 

Once on @ time the farmer, with his house 
and barns on the hill, saved himself the work 
of digging a deep well by selecting a site 
down the side of the slope nearer the water- 
This, in the first place, 
meant “carrying water, but there were 
children to do it. Heavy rains washed the 
surface and “ drowned ”’ the well occasionai- 
ly. Not infrequently a pig or calf drowned 
in it, necessitating the dipping of the well 
éry, the washing of the walls—and the court- 
ing of the same troubles over again.

Safe Zone for Well.

And above all, he 
should see to it that his well cover is as nearly 
hermetically sealed as is possible in this age 
of cément. Drip from the pump may filter 
through the filth brought from the barn- 
yard on the feet of the person pumping water, 
if mere boarding is depended upon. Also the

All means and methods hitherto employed 
to regulate relations between labor and capi- 
tal have proved unavailing. No great and 
earnest effort has been made to bring these 
two antagonists together upon a practical 
basis of common interest. 

Quasi-conciMatory efforts have been sine 
by certain big capitalists towards their em- 
ployés by furnishing them rooms for educa- 
tion and recreation, and others again have 
instituted a profit sharing system, more or 
leas advantageous to the employés, but ail 
such concessions are merely crumbs trom 
the rich man's table.” 

A new spirit must be infused to readjust the, 
relations bet weem labor and capital. Preach- 
ing of class war must cease on both sides, 
pleadings and reasons for conciliation to 
take its place.

Conciliation Not Hard Task, 

This should be easier than at first appears 
to be the case. For, although present rela- 
tions between labor and capital are about as 
bitter as they cam be, yet it must be berne in 
mind, as already has been pointed out, that 
under present machine competition this ie 
inevitable. That, therefore, were the post- 
tions between the capitalist and the work- 
ingmen reversed their stations would have 
be practically what they are at preserit. 

Both, therefore, must recognize that in the 
present deplorable situation they are yictims 
of circumstances which can be changed ma- 
terlaly for the better only dy friendiy, sin- 
cere. and earnest cotiperation.

“But how can you fix the value of the 
coal?” 

„we do that on a royalty basts. In the 
first place, we figure out how much coal each 
acre contains. A bed of coal one foot thick 
has about 1,800 tons to the acre, and if it is 
forty feet thick it would contain forty times 
that, or 72,000 tons to the acre. We value it 
as low as half a cent a ton, and from that up 
to 2 or 8 cents a ton, according to the quality 
of the coal, whether it is a low grade bitumi- 
nous or a high grade anthracite or coking 
bituminous. 

© We test the actual heating value and base 
our estimates on that. Having estimated 
the value, we put the price on each acre, and 
we have now maps showing the values of 
coal lands on millions of acres. The maps 
are in townships divided up into forty acre 
tracts, the value of each of which has been 
carefully calculated. An acre of coal twenty 
feet thick would contain 36,000 tons, and this 
at one-half cent a ton would be valued at

Long Tickets Confuse Voters. 

“Itis. Long municipal tickets confuse the 
voters and give unworthy candidates the 
opportunity of getting into office while pub- 
lic attention is centered somewhere else. In 
my judgment, two names are enough for any 
city ticket—the name of the candidate for 
mayor and the name of the candidate for 
aldefman of the district. With such. a 
simplification of the machinery of election, 
discussion would be confined to the candi- 
dates for two offices only and the voters 
would learn their history and be informed 
with respect to their ability. The mayor of 
a city, I think, should appoint all of the 
executive officers of his government, even 
the treasurer of the municipality, and be held 
personally accountable for their conduct. 
Therefore, power to recall the mayor would 
be necessary. I believe in the recall. Every 
railroad, bank, or large manufactory in the 
country has power to remove its chief officers. 
But I should have the recall so guarded that 
a mayor could not be thrown out of office 
by any one class of the population or by a 
single region of the city.“ 

What is the trouble with the government 
of American cities?” 

The superficiality of party divisions, the 
belief that fidelity to one’s principles, na- 
tionally, requirés one to be a Republican or 
Democrat in neighborhood matters. We or- 
ganize from precincts and wards upward 
and elect governors, members of congress, 
and presidents, and unwisely let our con- 
victions concerning protection or free silver 
govern our votes for mayors and aldermen.

“TI got into the case through my service to 


the Western Indiana, some of whose officials

eare of her own furs during the summer 
and thus save the storage charges. 

Before laying the furs away subject them 
to plenty of fresh air and sunshine by hang- 
ing them out of doors for several hours where 
the dun will fall directly upon them. Aft- 
erwards beat them lightly with a light cane 
so as to get all of the dust out of them and 
be sure that no small particles of fluff fly 
about, for this would denote the presence 
ef moths. Brush them carefully with a 
light soft brush and if they are light furs 
and are soiled they should be cleaned before 
being boxed by rubbing with heated bran. 

As to the preventive against moths to be 
used, it is a mere matter of choice and every 
housekeeper has her own special and pre- 
ferred formula, some declaring in favor of 
red pepper, others moth balls, while some 
cling to tar paper or camphor balls; how- 
ever, there is nothing that can take the place 
of the cedar chest for no moth will ever dare 
go within a mile of cédar, and once in the 
chest furs as well as woolens are perfec;'y 
safe from the destructive insect. 

In using camphor it should be remembered 
that for fine furs such as chinchilla or silver 
fox it has a tendency to bleach them, and

Tobacco leaves, pieces of Russia leather, 
hog myrtle, and cedar chips are all good to 
sprinkle in the box in which you pack your 
furs and it is always well to wrap the box 
in néwspapers as moths have no affinity for 
print. One woman who has success in keep- 
ing her furs tm good condition takes news- 
papers in two thicknesses. places the two 
full ‘sheets together, stitches them three 
times on the sewing machine (that is the 
sides and bottom), which makes a sort of 
bag into which she puts the neckpiece, muff, 
or jacket, and then stitching across the top 
completely seals it. The bag is then hung up 
and she rests content in the fact that no 
moth will eat through the paper bag. 

Cloves and common salt may be mixed and 
spread through the furs and in the Lox! 
in which you put the pleces. After fasten- 
ing the box put tar paper around and fasten 
securely. 

Another method that is satisfactory is tha: 
of lining the box with blotting paper that 
has been soaked in the following solution: 
Mix one quart of alcohol with the tame quan- 
tity of essence of turpentine and sixty-five 
grams of camphor. Fasten the box securely 
and wrap in newspaper and the furs will be 
safe. 

Valuable fur coats are best hung in the tar 
bags that may be purchased in the shops for 
a small sum and the shops also sell a moth 
ball that is effectual in the keeping of furs 
from destruction. Many furriers are said to 
use bitter apple for preserving muffs and 
meckpieces, but no matter what method you 
use, it is always well to take the furs out 
at least once in the summer, air and sun 
them, and repack in pepper, camphor, cedar 
chips, or whatever you use.

Asparagus on Toast. 


Im preparing asparagus wash first, then 
each piece must be handled separately to 
test it and take off the tough end where the 
stalk will break easily, but do not cut it. 
The tender parts may be left whole or cut 
into half inch pieces and boiled in salted 
water until tender. The tips will soften in 
ten on fifteen minutes, so it is best not to put 
therm in the boiling water until the rest has 
been boiling for twenty minutes. In another 
pan heat some milk or cream, and into this 
drain the liquid from the asparagus. Thicken 
with butter and flour. Cut square pieces 
of toasted bread, dip them into the cream 
gravy, and lay them on a hot platter. Add 
the asparagus to the remainder of the gravy 
and pour over the toast.

Musicians 
who keep the hair ruffed up seldom have thin 
hair. The hair ie ventilated by lifting it and 
te scalp becomes more healthful and the hair 
a better color. 

The art in dressing the hair this spring is 
to keep it flat on top and wide at the sides. 
In puffing the hair at the sides rats are a 
necessity. Choose the kind that suits you 
beet and employ them freely, but be sure 
to renew them often. The perspiration from 
the head in time makes the'rat rank, and it 
will give forth a slightly disagreeable odor. 
They also harbor germs. Get a new one 
every three months at least. 

It is far better to use a good rat than to 
rough comb the hair. Many women take a 
strand of hair, turn it down over the face, 
run the comb backward over it to produce a 
rough snarl. Then they toss it back and 

in it in place. It makes the hair look fluffy, 

ut at a ruinous expense, for it breaks the 
hair and makes it dry and brittle. — 

Not one hair must be out of place on the 
well groomed head, yet nothing must seem 
stiff. The head must look as though thehair 
had grown in just the shape you behold ft. 
If the hair is stubborn and stray wisps per- 
sist in straying out in an unbecoming way 
a little brilliantine will keep them where 
they belong. Pour a few drops in the palm 
of the hand, then rub the hair brush around 
in that, and brush lightly over the hair. Mix 
four drams of castor oil, three and one-half 
Grams of almond oll, three and one-half 
Grams of glycerin, add extract of violet [or 
any other you may prefer], three drams, and 
‘mix wie enough alcohol to make eight 
ounces of brilliantine.

into the heart of the secred@ eite. 

No more camel trains laboring for days and days 
in the scorching sun. NO more danger from sand 
storms and the lions of Arabia in the night encamp 
ments. The only hardship the pilgrim will now ez 
perience will be the necessity of raising his voice 80 
call the attendant when he ig desirous of ice water 
or raisin wine. For all of this let good Moslems thank 
the much despised former sultan, Abdul Hamid II. ‘Tt 
was he who proposed the railroad to the almost im 
accessible city, and through his influence the Turkis® 
government financed the undertaking and supplied the 
soldiers who built it.

Modern “Philosopher's Stone” Found. 

Here they were run to earth at last, the modern forces 
which turn the modern Cinderella into a princess. As 
yet nobody had remembered to say—perhaps Mise 
Bright was too young to know— that part of the love- 
uness they have to build on is nearly always the bloom- 
ing of girlhood. into womarhood. However insignificant 
the helpers to-this primal miracle of nature may be, 
it is easy to see that at least they are anything’ but 
mean artists, and that now, perhaps more than ever be- 
fore, they have developed the work to an art. As Mise 
Bright said, it is perhaps most of all the photographer. 

In her. case he has seen the same thing in her face 
that was recognized by the old miner, and which he 
called the “Madonna eyes,” only that he hag made 
the camera bring them out more as the child eyes, 
which, the artist will tell you, are always the potentia! 
eyes of the Madonna. These eyes and a straight, wide 
child’s mouth not too delicate are the strongest claims 
which Miss Bright has to beauty.

Explaining the term, he said that chauffeurs and 
other drivers came to use the eye for so many 
new purposes for whi: nature had not intended 
the orb that it became independable. Chauffeurs, 
he said, chronically misjudged speed and distances 
and thus went blindly into collisions. The flicker- 
ing of the passing road and landscape had much 
to do with the eye disease. 

A French scientist investigating on somewhat 
similar lines explained the speed mania; He held 
that in the first place it nad to do with the over- 
strained eye and in the second place with the ex- 
hilaration of the car and the open and the smooth- 
ness of travel in the luxurious motor caf.

Bohn Case Remains a Mystery, 

One of the most recent of these mysteries is the Still 
unsolyed Bohn case, in which a wealthy Chicago pub- 
lisher' was run down near his home by a hard driven 
car, Which was not even stopped to let its occupants 
determine what was done.

What scanty evidence could be developed pointed 
again to a party of“ joy riders.“ The victim evidently 
had been crossing the street when the car swung around 
the corner and hit him. If the occupants ever stopped 
to see what they had done. they saw that their man 
was dead and hurried on. More likely they never hesi- 
tated. 

The theory on which the police generally work in 4 
case of this kind is at least indicative of the common 
rule. The first conclusion the detective comes to is 
that the occupants of the car and probably the chauf- 
feur had been drinking. Next he will deduce that there 


were women in the party and in the same instant that 
they were there clandestinely. Men and women occu- 
pants would be compromised were their presence in the 
car at the time and place to be known, so they do not 
stop. This is not, of course, conclusive reasoning, and 
it is only good when conditions support. It may just 
as well be true that the car’s owner fled fearing arrest 
for homicide, suits for damages, etc. But this, too, can 
generally be determined from the circumstances. if there 
be any worth considering.

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The oddest farm pet in IIlinois is an 
American eagle. It was captured by Will 
J. Amann, whose farm is three miles south 
of Round lake in Lake county. 

A year ago last fall Amann noticed some 
kind of a disturbance among his turkey 
flock, almost ready for the Thanksgiving 
table. He started aut with a small rifle, 
and soon was able to, make out some kind of 
a big bird hovering over his domestic flock. 
Finally the big bird rested from its exer- 
tions, perching itself on the limb of a tree. 
Amann crept up slowly, but the bird de- 
tected. the approach and suddenly flew into 
the air. The farmer determined te take it 
on the wing as it came sailing back in the 
direction of the turkeys and took aim, aim- 
ing about three feet in front of the bird. He 
was rather surprised to see it come tumbling 
down, and ran to effect its capture. He 
found .that he had shot through the wing 
an American eagle of great sizeand strength. 
When Amann started te pick the eagie up 
it flopped on its back and made ready to 
fight. It spread out its great talons, kept its 
two unharmed feet working in the air, and 
all the time uttering the fierce shrieks char- 


acteristic of the proud American bird when 


brought to bay. Amann says that he had 
a hard time in getting hold of the eagle 
without suffering from either beak or claws. 

The farmer, however, was not able to 
get his eaptive to his home without help. 
The eagle was placed in a small house and 
the door covered with wire netting. It 
sulked for several days, refusing to take 
any kind/of food. Finally it seized a chicken 
thrown it, greedily tore it to pieces with the 
great talons, and ate it ravenously. It is 
able to take a sparrow at a gulp, and this 
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is one kind of feed that the farmer has been 
giving his strange pet. The bird’s wound 
seemed to heal up without leaving any 
serious crippling effect. Some time ago it 
was turned loose in the barn, and the way it 
circled upward and around the beams 
seemed to remind it of other days. 

Amann built a special cage for the eagle, 
using for the lower part an old round water 
tank about four feet across. On top he 
fastened a stout wire netting and surmount- 
ed the cage with a galvanizediron top. A 
couple of perches are adjusted to suit his 
engleship, and here he sits by the hour, now 
and then letting go a shriek at a passing 
automobile on the McHenry road. 

During the last winter the eagle was 
taken imside the house and allowed to strut 
around on the floors, and on one of these oc- 
casions he got hold of one of Amann’s 
Gugers with his sharp claws. The farmer 
all but fainted from pain, and his brother 
with great difficulty induced the bird to 
let go. 

It was found that when the wings were 
outstretched they measured something over 
seven feet from tip to tip. The bird was 
able to lift a heavy kitchen chair, holding 
one in each foot at the same time. It could 
carry off a choice piece of, poultry of the 
same or even heavier weight without any 
trouble. 

At the recent Lake county fair held at 
Libertyville the eagle was given a place in 
the poultry department and attracted more 
attention than any other bird of any kind in 
the big exhibit. Of course it won a prem- 
ium, and the judges wound long strips of red, 
white, and blue ribbon around its wire 
prison.

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| No. 3 CEDAR WAXWING. 


The cedar waxwing will be an entirely 
new friend to most of the Bird Lovers. It 
is one of the most beautiful of our birds, with 
its smart spring suit of brownish to greenish 
gray. Never was a bird neater in its appear- 
ance than the cedar waxwing, for each 
feather is kept carefully in place, and the 
trim gray wings are always nicely folded. 
The tail is gray, too, and looks as if the end 
had been dipped in a pot of yellow paint, 
for each tail feather is tipped with yellow. 

A black band across the forehead from eye 
to eye gives the appearance of a pair of spec- 
tacles—perhaps the waxwing needs them 
so that it can find the cherries, which are 
its favorite dessert, and the bugs and worms 
which make up its weekday diet. 

You will see the cedar waxwing flying 
around among the trees in flocks of five to 
a dozen, and will perhaps hear its soft lisp- 
ing call, which is often repeated rapidly a 
number of times. Look carefully and you 
may see the crest on its head, or the red, 
waxlike tips of some of the small wing 
feathers which give the waxwing its name,

HE Carter Harrison now reigning in the 
city hall attends all council! meetings 
as a matter of personal pride and to 
preserve the family traditions. The 


Carter Harrison who founded the Har-

The average alderman in those days was 
openly_an alderman as a means of making 
money. The office only paid $3 a council 
meeting, but at that members of the coun- 
cil who had no other known means of live- 
Mhood, unless it was the ownership of a 
seloon, always had plenty of money. A 
majority of the council, by the way, generally 
was composed of saloonkeepers, and it would 
eeem as if all the training needed to gov- 
ern the city was that obtained by selling 
whisky in a more or lees disreputable grog- 
shop. es 7 

The schemes devieed for bringing money 
into the aldermanic pockets were many and 
geome ingenious. Public utility companies 
could of course get anything they wanted 
by paying for it, and nothing unless they 
did pay for it, but public utility companies 
were not numerous or especially affluent in 
Chicago in those days. The street car and 
gas companies were shining marks, but that 
was about all, and they were rarely, ex- 
cept in the one instance in the early 808. 
when «ne traction companies got a blanket 


extension of their franchises, in serious need 


of favors. . So the ingenuity of the alder- 
men was exercised in bringing them to time. 
The favorite method was passing ordinances 
for new gas or traction companies, under 
the plea that competition was necessary, and 
then inviting the established companies to 
buy up these newly created franchises. How 
many of these paper competitors the People’s 
Gas company has absorbed it would take 
an examination.of its books to determine 
correctly, but the effect of this aldermanic 
blackmailing is being felt in Chicago today 
in the negotiations over the gas rates for 
the next fi:c years, when it is acknowledged 
that the money thus absorbed by the alder- 
men has to be taken into account in fixing 
the capitalization of the company and thus 
in establishing the rate.

Kruttschnitt Shows In- 
crease in Efficiency.

JuMus Kruttechnitt, vice president and 
director of maintenance and operation of the 
Harriman railroad system, has discovered a 
way to out-Brandeis Louis D. Brandeis. 

Replying to the statements of the Boston 
attorney that the railroads are wasting a 
million dollars a day by failure to adopt cer- 
tain systems of scientific management, Mr. 
Kruttschnitt offers statistics to show that by 
increasing their efficiency in the last fifteen 
years the railroads have saved the public an 
average of $1.300,000 a day in transportation 
charges—by not boosting freight and passen- 
ger rates in proportion to the increases in 
commodity prices and wages paid for labor. 

The figures are given in the current issue 
et the Rallway Age Gazette. For the year 
1908 Mr. Kruttachmitt estimates thie saving 
to have been at the nate of $2,760,000 every 
twenty-four hours, and he gives the total 
since 1804 as §7,144,348,000. 


Shows the Changes in Rates. 

Taking the rates per passenger mile and 
per ton per mile actually received by the ra- 
ways and estimates of what these rates would 
have been had they followed the trend of 
labor and commodity prices es reported by 
the United States bureau of labor and the 
interstate commerce commission, Mr. Krutt- 
schnktt gets hie results by multiplying the 
saving in rates for each year by the actua) 
passenger and ton mileage and adding the 
products. 

The average of labor and commodity prices 
increased 82 per cent fom 1894 to 1909, while 
the average passenger and freight rates 
slightly decrease 

Do you appreciate,” he asks. “ what the 
present average rates of 1 92 cents a passen- 
ger mile and 0.76 cents a ton mile mean? The 
former is a little lees than the value of a 
2 cent postage stamp, yet for the cost of this 
small stamp the railway transportse pessen- 
ger and his luggage one mile, and in addition 
8,600 pounds of vehicle to seat him, 650 pounds 
of vehicle for His luggage, and 2,0W pounds 
of sleeping, dining, and parlor equipment for 
increasing his comfort. 


Compares U. 8. and Other Nations, 

For the ame tiny stamp the raflway'car- 
ries 2% tons of freight one mile for the ship- 
per, and provides and hauls on its passenger 
trains for tthe postoffice department the 
equivalent of a fully equipped postoffice on 
wheels, weighing 45 to 50 tons, a distance of 
about three-fourths of a mile.” , 

One of Mr. Kruttechnitt’s tables shows 
that in comparison with the United Kingdom, 
Germany, France, and Switzerland the ra- 
ways of the United States have the lowest 
capitaiization per nifle, the highest number 
of service units rendered per dollar of capi- 
tal, the lowest net operating revenue per 
mile, the highest number of service units per 
dollar of net revenue, and the lowest gross 
earnings per ton mile of freight.

The Illinois Centra] has purchased at fore- 
closure sale the entire property of the In- 
dianapolis Southern railway, extending from 
Effingham, III., to Indianapolis, for $2,500,000. 
The capital stock of the road was owned by 
the Uno Central and it has been operated 
as a part of the system. The sale was held 
in order to take over the road completely in- 
stead of maintaining it as a separate com-

GIVE BAR LICENSE 
TO WOMAN’S CLUB 


Boston Commissioners Issue 
Permit Despite Storm of 
Public Criticism.. 


SERVING OF WINE BEGUN. 


New Organization Just Like a 
Man's Club and Members 
Defy Critics. 


Boston, Mass., May 6.—The Chilton club, 
an organization composed of Boston society 
women, hag just obtained the Mcense to sell 
intoxicating drinks for which it applied re- 
cently, and two or three dinner parties were 
served with wine tonight. 

Though a storm of pubiic criticism greeted 
the application, and several bitter denuncie- 
tions of the club were delivered from Boston 
puipits, the Moense commissioners received 
no formal objection and granted the Mcense 
in the ordinary course of business. 

Members of the club assert that women 
have as good a right to serve wine and 
smoke cigarets in their clubs as men have in 
theirs, and that ft i# impossible to find 
reasone why the Chilton club should not have 
all the privileges granted to the members 
of the Union or the Algonquin er the Tennis 


1 Racquet clubs. 


It’s No Lid“ Club. 

“The members of the Chilton club have 
been placed in a false position,” says Mra. 
Wirt Dexter, whose prominence as an or- 
ganizer of the club has made her particu- 
larly fitted to pass judgment. 

“So much has been said about license and 
no license, about drinking and cigaret smok- 
ing, and about dissipation in general that 
one might be led to suppose that these were 
the objects for which the club wae primarily 
designed. 

“When organizing the club we thought 
that it would be particularly desirable to 
have it as a place suitable for dinners, and 
possibly it might be said that it was in order 
to make it a convenient place for dinners 
that the club was formed. 


Wonders at the Fuss. 

“Tt seems almost nnecessary to say 
that there was no idea in the minds of the 
founders with regard to the possibility of 
drinking or smoking there. It is hard to 
decide why so much has been said about 
the matter. The question hardly crossed 
our minds. All we wanted, as I have said, 
wes a pleasant and convenient place for the 
members. 

The founders took it for granted that they 
would be given the privileges accorded to 
other clubs with regard to their private and 
personal management. Naturally it seemed 
only reasonable that if the club were to be a 
dinnner club it would be necessary to have 
wine, and to serve wine it would be neces- 
sary to have a license. 

“ Accordingly we applied for one. Why 
this simple and not at all unusual fact should 
have caused so much comment and opposition 
I cannot understand.” 

Mrs. Stanley McCormick, treasurer of the 
club, is of the opinion that Boston should be 
allowed the same privilege with regard to 
the management of her clubs, whether for 
men or women, which are accorded in other 
cities. 

The Chilton club, opened not long ago, is 
now thoroughly organized, and practically 
everything necessary to the convenience of 
ite members has been attended to. 

At the top of the house there are squash 
courts.

Diligent search has failed to locate some of 
the men wanted, notably some of the well 
knowh lobbyists whose presence in hotels 
and at the statehouse has been a subject of 
comment ever since the present legislature 
convened. 
State Official Says Worst Ever. 

A well known official who has been con- 
nected with the statehouse for many years 
is quoted es having said that this legislature 
is the most corrupt in hie experience, and he 
probably will be summoned before the grand 
jury. 

W. H. Phipps, former secretary of the Ohio 
state Republican executive committee, who 
was recalled to Ohio today to testify before 
the grand jury in the legislative graft probe, 
told a story while here recently, according 
to reports in the prosecuting attorney’s office, 
of being approached by a member of the leg- 
islature concerning a billin which Mr. Phipps 
was interested. He was told that the bill 
could be passed for $500, and promptly or- 
dered the legislator from his presence. 


More Money for Investigation. 

It is to get thie information at first hand 
that Mr. Phipps has been summoned here 

Reports that the legislature on ite recon- 
vening Monday will make an appropriation of 
from $7,000 to $10,000 to continue the bribery 
investigation could not be substantiated to- 
‘day, but the few members who are in the city 
emphatically expressed themselves as tavor- 
able to the appropriation. 


HILLIS SAYS $20,000,000 SUIT 
DUE TO MISUNDERSTANDING. 


Brooklyn Pastor Refuses to Talk 
Further About Case in Which He 
Is Accused of Fraud. 


New Tork. May 6.—(Special.]—The Rev 
Dr. Newell Dwight. Hillis of Brooklyn, pas- 
tor of the Plymouth church, when asked this 
morning about the dispatches from Victoria, 
B. C., telling of a suit involving $20,000,000 
filed against him there for fraud in coal 
land deals, said the case had been discon- 
last and was altogether 
due to a misunderstanding, 

“Gry lawyer, Frank 8. Ferguson of the 
Marbridge building in Manhattan, will give 
out a statement if any is necessary, Dr. Hu- 
lis said. I shall not discuss the matter 
further myself.” 

At Mr. Ferguson's office it was said he was 
out of the city. ' 

According to the dispatches the suit con- 
cerned a deal for coal lands on Graham 
island, Queen Charlotte island. Dr. Hillis 
is charged with having obtained options on 
20,000 acres of coal lands near Staidgate on 
the representation that he was acting for 
Leigh . J. Hunt, a well known capitalist. 
Tt is asserted he did not represent Leigh 
Hunt or others, but obtained the options to 
endeavor to sell them and ultimately made 
a deal with James Moore of Seattle for the 
Western Steel corporation in which the coal 
lands figure as assets and are valued by the 
corporation at $20,000,000. 

A writ was issued in Victoria and dis- 
patches from there say it is now on its way 
east to be served by a Ney York lawyer. It 
charges that the options were obtained by 
fraud and misrepresentation. The suit is 
brought against Dr. Hitilis and also James 
A. Moore and-the Steel corporation.

BETTER SERVICE 


FROM DIPLOMATS

Taft Is Selecting Capable 
Young Men Who May Be- 
come Ministers Abroad.

I rue 
diplomatic service of the United States has 
been criticised sharply both at home and 
abroad because of the character of some of 
the men who have been and are on duty as 
the representatives of this country in .- 
eign capitals. Much of this criticism & 
justifiable; some of it ts not. 

Comparing the ce with that of aay 
other nation, there is no doubt that it is quite 
as efficient. Its fault Mes im the fact that 
money, capitalized, is a huge factor ip the 
selection of men for embassies and missiena, 
and that the country is not always repre- 
sented by brains, but by wealth: The serv 
ice also has been used as a refuge for “lame 
ducks,” the most recent instance of this 
fact being the appointment of Henry Sher- 


man Boutell of Chicago, defeated last Ne- 


vember for re#lection to congress, as minister 


to Switzerland. 


It was the purpose of President Roosevelt, 
in applying the civil service to secretaries of 
embassies and legations, to develop and train 
men capable of discharging the duties de- 
volving upon the heads of embassies and 
missions. No candidate for appointment 
could be admitted into the service without an 
examination as to his fitness. The record 
of each secretary was to be carefully kept in 
the mate department and his promotion de 
pended upon what it showed, 


Capable Young Men Chosen. 

The present administration has adhered to 
the Roosevelt policy and\ the net result has 
been that many capable young men have re- 
ceived appointments and some of them heve 
obtained promotion to the grade of minister. 

As far as it goes, this arrangement hes 
worked satisfactorily. Politics has not been 
eliminated, for the feason thet the candidate 
must first receive designation for examina- 
tion through his senators or congressmen. 
When he has been placed upon the list of 


4 eligibles, the chances are thet he will be nom- 


inated for some legation for which he seems 
to have peclal qualifications. But it le not at 
all certain that he will ever obtain a minister- 
ship, and an embassy is almost beyond the 
hope of realization. 

Ail of the embassies and many of the ms 
sions are filled through influence, and undess 
the secretary has the pull he may never 
expect to get one of the former, although he 
may succeed, if his record is good, in getting 
one of the latter. The present administra- 
tion has promoted quite a number of secre- 
taries to be ministers, especialy in Cent 
and South America. 


Small Pay for Secretaries, 

Although the state department dots not 
consider wealth ag necessary for a secretary, 
it is a consideration not to be despised. The 
pay of some of the first secretaries of . 
bassy is $8,000, of second secretaries $1,800, 
of third secretaries $1,200. Secretaries of 
legation recetve $2,000. If a man of thie pe- 
sition has a private income he can from a 
money point of view represent his country 
with dignity. 

When a secretary is in charge of the em- 
bassy or legation, he le entitled to half the 
salary received by his chief for three months 
annually. This brings his compensation up 
to a more satisfactory figure. But in any 
event, a man without money is in a pathetic 
situation. 

He must keep his end up in the society 
which he must frequent. He has to live ina 
good neighborhood, belong to clubs where he 
will meet his fellow diplomats, and incur 
many expenses which as a private citizen 
would be unnecessary. There is one secre- 
tary of embassy who calle his salary his 
postage stamp fund; and that % just about 
how much it ts good for. 


Extravagance Is Bad Policy. 

No one wants an American representative 
to be extravagant and ostentatious. This 
causes ill-feeling among bis colleagues of the 
diplomatic corps who are not so well off in the 
world’s goods, and while gratifying to the 
shopkeepers and to the people entertained, it 
does not always appeal to the governments 
to which he is eccredited. The latter nat- 
urally wants a diplomat to maintain himself 
im a dignified way. but does not look with 
especial favor ypon the expenditure of huge 
sums by the foreign representative in its 
capital. 

There is no doubt, for exemple, that the 
British government would welcome as the 
successor of Mr. Whitelaw Reid a man of 
smaller fortune and of equal distinction In 
letters. Dr. Charles W. Eliot, president 
erperitus of Harvard, would have been warm 
ly welcomed to London had he accepted the 
appointment offered by President Taft. 


Acts Directed from Washington. 

As a matter of fact, an American represen- 
tative abroad, save in China and at one or 
two other poifts, does not have to exercise 
any independent judgment in most of the 
questions with which he has to deal. Before 
the age of the telegraph a minister frequént- 
ly was compelled to act without precise in- 
structions from his government and prayand 
hope that his course would be approved by 
Washington. With the telegraph it & pos- 
sible for the secretary of state to give ex- 
plicit instructions ag to the way in which 
every question shall be considered. 

Ot, course, proper handling of the officials 
with whom he comes in contact remains an 
important, if not the most important, feature 
of a diplomat’s duties. It is not beyond the 
realm of possibility that wireless telephony 
will be developed to the point where the sec- 
retary of state in Washington may talk to 
the minister for foreign affairs in London 
or in some other capital. In that ease the 
usefulness of a diplomatic representative 
wil] be confined largely to ascertaining the 
sentiment of the country in which he is sta- 
tioned, in holding personal conferences with 
the public officials of that country, in ex- 
tending protection to any Amerffans or Amer- 
ican interests that may be suddenly endan- 
gered, and in making a good impression upon 
the people among whom he Is statiomed and 
promoting good relations. 


Other Nations Pay More. 

The time will come when salaries will be 
placed upon a more adequate basis and whea 
a sum will be allowed sufficient for entertain- 
ing. Every great nation save the United 
States not only provides ite ambassador or 
minister with a home, but with plate and 
servants, with horses and’ carriages, witha 
salary at least twice as large as that paid 
an American of equal rank, and with an en- 
tertainment account, which in the case of 
several ambassadors here amounts to $1v,000 
annually. What foreign governments do for 
their diplomats we might well do for our own, 
and in this way we can secure, as they d@ a 
service in which comparatively poor mem

The Kenwood, located at the southwest 
corner of Forty-seventh street and Kenwood 
avenue, is one of the most conspicuous of the 
big apartment hoteles of the south side. It is 
an eight story and basement fireproof struc- 
ture and containg fifty-two apartments of five 
to ten raoms each. The annual gross rent is 
said to be $60,000. George W. Stewart & Co. 
were the brokers in the transaction. 


Foreign Capital Comes Here. 

Another feature of interest in the week's 
business was the loan of $1,000,000 made by 
the Scottish Provident institution of Edin- 
hurgb to Stumer, Rosenthal & Eckstein on 
the proposed nineteen story North American 
bullding and the leasehold interest in the 
achool fund land to be occupied by it at the 
northwest corner of State and Monroe streets.
